In last week’s 
the announcement was made that the 
French Chamber of Deputies had 
passed a bill imposing a minimum duty 
of twelve francs and a maximum duty 
of eighteen francs per hundred kilos 
on the higher grade of edible cotton- 
seed oils, and a minimum impost of 
six francs and maximum of nine francs 
on the denatured or soap grades, This 
measure has yet to pass the Senate 
before becoming law, and considerable 
doubt has been expressed that the 
French commercial jingoes, who, re- 
gardless of the cost to their own peo- 
ple, would aim a blow at the United 
States, will succeed in establishing the 
high rates enumerated. However, it 
behooves all parties interested to do 
what they can to prevent such a pos-

sibility. The American, government, 
we are assured, is doing all in its 
power to pacify the people on the 


other side, and to secure more favorable 
consideration for our industry. How 
far these efforts may succeed remains 
to be seen. It should be borne in mind 
that the French authorities have con- 
templated some such advance, embrac- 
ing maximum and minimum rates, 
against American cottonseed oil for 
several years and probably this would 


have been done long ago but for 
the earnest protestations of their 
own oil dealers, and for the fear of 


provoking the American government 
toa retaliatory measure. But the abro- 
gation of the French-American treaty, 
rendered necessary by the passage of 
the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, has elim- 


inated the latter reason, and the Cham- 


more reasonable adjustment. They 

had expressed the opinion that any in- 
crease in the duty on cottonseed oil 
would not only be prejudicial to their in- 

terests, but, like a tax upon bread, would 
work a hardship upon the poor. They 
foresaw, however, that an increase was 


inevitable and were willing to compro- 


mise to the extent of a duty of six 
francs minimum and twelve francs 
maximum, with the hope that the 


American government would come to 
some entente cordiale with the French 
government whereby the former rate 
might apply. From present appear- 
ances, however, the prospects of a sub- 
Stantial modification of the rates as 
determined by the Chamber of Depu- 
ties do not seem to be a bit too bright. 
The matter, however, is not finally set- 
tled, and white the trade may view 
the present situation with some anx- 
iety there is room to hope that some 
compromise may be yet effected. 

So far as the soap grades are con- 
cerned, should the minimum rate pro- 
posed by the Chamber be applied, they 
will be in the same position exactly as 
heretofore, but the trade on this side 
places very little importance on this fea- 
ture, as the business done with France 
in this grade of oil is now too trivial 
to be worth much consideration. The 
advent of soya bean oil, the prospect 
for a large olive crop and the compara- 
tive cheapness of other soap stocks in 
France have narrowed the consump- 
tion of low-grade cottonseed oil to a 
point which permits of its being re- 
garded with indifference. With the 
edible grades, against which the in- 
creased duty is leveled, however, the 
case is very different. If the maxi- 
mum rate of eighteen francs is im- 
posed it will practically bar American 
cottonseed oil from the French mar- 
ket, and even if the minimum rate 
should apply, our French trade in this 
great staple article of food would be 
materially crippled, 

In view of the growing importance 
of this oil, not only to the producers, 
but to the consumers, it will be greatly 
regretted if some means is not found 
to circumvent the present intent of the 
French Chamber, After all, it will be 
their own people who will suffer most, 
for cottonseed oil of fine edible quality 
finds many uses and many ardent ad- 
mirers in France and will not be 
readily replaced. This, however, is 
small consolation to our cottonseed 
mills and to our government, which 
has always shown so live an interest 
in the development of our foreign trade 
in cottonseed products. 

The extent of this business and the 
ever-extending use of cottonseed oil, 
especially with France, is exemplified 
in the following tables of exports cov- 
ering the five years from 1904 to 1908,

POSSIBILITIES FOR COTTONSEED 
OIL IN NORWAY. 


In the matter of cottonseed oil for 
export we might call attention to the 
proposal, which already has taken 
somewhat definite shape, to build up a 
permanent and extensive business with 
Norway in connection with the sardine 
industry of that country. Reference 
was made to this proposal in the Re- 
porter of November 22, and the pres- 
ent issue contains a report of the gov- 
ernment’s special agent in Europe, 
Julian L. Brode, explaining the scheme 
in detail. The idea is that the Nor- 
wegian packers who do an enormous 
business in sardines should adopt cot- 
tonseed oil for packing the fish. It has 
been found, Mr. Brode informs us, that 
there is no perceptible difference in the 
preservation or in the taste of sardines 
packed in cottonseed oil compared with 
those preserved in olive oil. Any dis- 
tinctive taste of the two oils is said 
to be nullified by the flavor of the fish; 
hence the properties of one are as good 
as those of the other, and the cotton- 
seed has the advantage, in that at cur- 
rent prices it is much the cheaper. In 
return for the adoption of this product 
by the Norwegians it is proposed to the 
American crushers that they use their 
best efforts in introducing these sar- 
dines packed in cottonseed oil to the 
American market, and to this end sam- 
of packed sardines put up in 
choice winter yellow oil are 
forwarded to the mills, Two 
establishments at Bergen and four 
at Stavanger, writes Mr. Brode, are 
now prepared to fill orders for sardines 
packed in American cottonseed oil, and 
one house will send a thousand cases to 
their agents in New York and Chicago. 

It will be interesting to watch the de- 
velopment of the new American-Nor- 
wegian industry. As a customer here- 
tofore, Norway has been fairly prom- 
inent. Her purchases of American oil 
have increased each year from 1905, 
when they were 170,480 gallons, valued 
at $99,711, to 528,188 gallons, valued at 
$220,748, in 1908. No doubt a portion of 
this oil has been used in the packing of

MIXED PAINT PRICES AD- 
VANCED. 
In the issue of November 1 the Re- 
porter called attention editorially to 


the high ruling prices for paint mate- 
rials, which continue to fall very heav- 
ily upon the manufacturers. We re- 
ferred to the fact that linseed oil was 
then selling at sixty-two cents per gal- 
lon in car lots, against a price of 
thirty-nine cents a year ago, making 
a difference of $700 per car between 
the price then prevailing and the rul- 
ing a year previous. It has since ad- 
vanced another cent per gallon or from 
twenty-five to thirty dollars a car. 
Turpentine in Savannah had gone up 
from thirty-five and one-half cents per 
gallon a year previous to fifty-seven 
and one-half cents at the close of Oc- 
tober, making a difference of $650 per 
car. It has eased off since then, how- 
ever, to the basis of fifty-six cents in 
Savannah, Lead and zine remain firm, 
the latter at a recent advance of five 
dollars a ton for American makes, We 
intimated at the time that the advances 
in oil and turpentine being due to 
natural causes, which showed no signs 
of changing to any material extent, 
were likely to be maintained, and that 
it was “up to” the paint grinders to 
consider how long they could continue 
to pay these unusually high figures 
and sell their finished products at the 
then current prices. They have con- 
sidered, and, as a result, manufactur- 
ers, or at least a number, if not a 
majority of them, have marked up the 
price of their standard brands ten 
cents a gallon.

It is reported that the Chemists’ Club 
of New York will, in a very short time, 
erect a new clubhouse at 50 to 54 East 
Forty-first street, near Park avenue.

The Austro-Hungarian consul-gen- 
eral at Smyrna reports that about 80 
per cent. of the consumption of or- 
dinary washing soap in that part of 
Turkey is supplied by the native manu- 
facturers, who produce a soap made 
with olive oil. The Turkish soap out- 
put, however, is variable, fluctuating 
according to the price ruling for the 
raw material. When the olive oil is 
dear, imported soap is sold in larger 
quantities. The import trade in soaps 
is chiefly in the hands of France and 
Austria, 


At the annual meeting of the Cleve- 
land Paint, Oil and Varnish Club, 
Walter D. Foss, of the Wooster Brush 
Company, Wooster, was elected presi- 
dent.

The silver anniversary of Dr.

“Mydriatic Drugs’ will be the gen- 
eral topic at the meeting on the eve- 
ning of December 9 of the Scientific 
Section of the Philadelphia Branch of 
the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. It will be held at the Pharma- 
‘ological laboratory of the University 
of Pennsylvania. Professor Henry 
Kraemer will discuss the pharmacog- 
nosy of mydriatic drugs; Joseph L 
Turner, the chemistry of mydriatic al- 
kaloids; L. H. Bernegau will make 
some suggestions for improvements of 
U. S. P. methods for assay of mydri- 
atic drugs, and Dr. H. C. Wood, Jr., 
will discuss the pharmacology of my- 
driatie drugs. 


The programme for the December 
meeting of the Philadelphia branch of 
the American Pharmaceutical Associ- 
ation will be a symposium of the 
United States Pharmacopoeia. In this 
connection the relation of the Federal 
food and drugs act and the new Penn- 
sylvania pure drugs act to the Phar- 
macopoeia, which is the standard of 
both, will be discussed as well as the 
responsibility of the manufacturer, the 
jobber and the retail druggist in Penn- 
sylvania. The latter claims that under 
the State law the burden of proof as to 
the character of the drugs he sells is 
upon him and not the manufacturer or 
the jobber, This stand will be dis- 
cussed by prominent representatives of 
the trade. 


According to a French consular re- 
port on the trade of Morocco, paraffin 
candles are imported into Mazagan 
from the United Kingdom and from 
Belgium. They are packed in packets 
of 2, 4 and 12 candles each, with 25 
packets in each case. When the goods 
are intended for Morocco City the cases 
are made to hold a hundred packets. 
The average price last year for 12 
pounds of candles was 4s, c, i, f. Maza- 
gan, payment against documents. 
Every packet weighs 13 ounces, and 
those for Morocco City 14 ounces. The 
price of the British candles is always 
a few pence above the Belgian. Up to 
the present time French manufacturers 
have only supplied stearine candles to 
the Morocco market, but a French 
house is now on the point of catering 
also for the paraffin candle trade. 


The rise in the price of ochers in 
France has been brought about in an 
unexpected manner, namely by in- 
creasing the charge for the packages, 
at the rate of 1 franc for casks weigh- 
ing 300 kilos, and over, and 1-50 francs 
for all other casks, whilst bags are 
charged 30 centimes each, and no re- 
duction will be allowed on lump ocher 
(which has hitherto been 50-1,000 cen- 
times cheaper than the ground article). 
Nearly all the ocher producers in the 
South of France have signified their 
adhesion to these new terms. Taking 
the view that the increase is not justi- 
fied, either by any change in the cost 
of the packages or the state of the 
market, the Farben-Zeitung advises 
German buyers to oppose a united re- 
sistance to this “package trust,” and 
refuse to purchase except on the old 
conditions, 


There was a considerable increase in 
the snipments from Libau, Russia, of 
oil seeds in 1908, the largest quantity 
—-nearly 50 per cent. of the totai—being 
sent to the United Kingdom; then to 
Germany, the Netherlands, Denmark, 
and Sweden in the order named. Some 
small quantity of sunflower seed was 
shipped to the United States. This is 
the first time this article appears on 
the list of exports, The quantity of 
oil cake exported shows an increase 
of over 20,000 tons and of a large mon- 
etary value of nearly £150,000. For the 
first time it is noticed that a small 
quantity—about 300 tons—of cottonseed 
cake was shipped. 


Downing’s “United States Customs 
Tariff, 1909,” has recently been issued. 
As its name implies, it is explanatory 
of the new taritf act of August 5, 1909. 
The book contains 20,000 items al- 
phabetically arranged, giving rate of 
duty of each article by its trade 
name; full explanation of new features; 
references to all decisions; administra- 
tive provisions superseding the cus- 
toms administrative act of 1890; Cuban 
reciprocity treaty; sealing act of No- 
vember 29, 1897 (customs provisions); 
pure food act of March 3, 1903; list of 
parcels post countries; metric weights 
and measures for customs purposes; 
kilograms reduced to avoirdupois 
pounds; extension of pounds sterling, 
marks, Belgian, French and Swiss 
francs, Japanese yens, Mexican dollars, 
Austrian crown, reduced at custom 
house standard rate. 


The first killing in the tallow cen- 
ters of Russia has not, according to 
foreign advices, yielded satisfactory re- 
sults. The number of sheep brought 
to market showed a decline, as did also 
the yield of tallow per head. Bad pas- 
ture prevented fattening, and most 
producers suffered loss, the more so as 
the sheep were bought at a high price. 
Prices now tend upwards, and higher 
prices are looked for in response to the 
demand from candlemakers and soap 
boilers. Business has been done, but 
prices have not been declared. Al- 
though the tallow supply in European 
and Caucasian Russia has proved dis- 
appointing this year, there has been a 
good result in Siberia, where the field 
operations have not been so satisfac- 
tory, and a larger number of sheep 
have been brought to slaughter. The 
short supplies this year are made up 
by the balances from last season. 


Samples of paris green recently anal- 
yzed by the New Jersey Agricultural 
Experiment Stations showed that of 
seventeen samples examined ten were 
considered of high grade. The re- 
maining seven, while not inferior, con- 
tained a larger proportion of arsenic 
than is necessary. This excess was 
in no case high enough to prove that 
white arsenic had been purposely add- 
ed, but it did indicate that sufficient 
care had not been used in the process 
of manufacturing the green, It will also 
be noted that the net weight of the 
green equaled, if not exceeded, the 
amount claimed in every sample with 
one exception, which contained 14.5 
ounces when it was supposed to con- 
tain one pound. This was a decided 
improvement over the experience of 
last year, when nine samples out of 
the nineteen gave a shortage in weight 
ranging from 2.50 to 25 per cent. 


Some remarkable figures are sup- 
plied by the Berlin correspondent of 
the London Times showing the effect 
of the new taxation on the imgorts of 
matches into Germany. From January 
to June, 1909, 1,431 double hundred- 
weight of matches were imported, as 
compared with 1,603 double hundred- 
weight for the corresponding period of 
last year. In July with the new tax 
on matches in prospect the figure 
sprang up to 26,231 double hundred- 
weight, as compared with 421 in the 
previous July. In August 29,301 double 
hundredweight were imported, as éom- 
pared with 145 last August. The quan- 
tity of matches imported in July and 
August was nearly 100 times as great 
as that imported in the corresponding 
months of last year. The imports 
dropped in September, but were still 
forty times as great as those for Sep- 
tember, 1908. The tax came into opera- 
tion on October 1, 


Charles E. Dohme, vice-president of 
Sharp & Dohme, the Baltimore manu- 
facturers of pharmaceuticals and 
chemicals, is seriously ill at his home, 
822 North Carollton avenue, with a 
heart affection, and the complications 
attendant thereon. For a time his con- 
dition was regarded as very critical, 
but since then considerable improve-: 
ment has been noted, and there is some 
prospect that the patient will be able 
to get out again. Mr. Dohme has had 
heart trouble for years, and on his last 
trip, an automobile journey to New 
England and Northern New York, an 
attack compelled a halt. His vigorous 
constitution, however, enabled him to 
rally, and the itinerary could be com- 
pleted. Since his return he has been 
at his office nearly every day, taking 
up business matters, though he was 
obliged to exercise care.

Meeting of the St. Louis Paint, Oil 
and Drug Club. 


One of the most largely attended meet- 
ings ever held by the St. Louis Paint, Oil 
and Drug Club was the regular monthly 
meeting which took place at the Ameri- 
ean Hotel on Tuesday evening last. The 
principal business of the meeting was the 
discussion on the action taken by the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion at the convention recently held in 
Philadelphia indorsing the recommenda- 
tion contained in the report of the Com- 
mittee on Postal Laws and Regulations, 
which reads as follows:— 


“Your committee recommends the in- 
dorsement by the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association of H. R. Bill 10762, 
and authorize its officers to do everything 
in their judgment possible towards secur- 
ing the passage of this or similar postal 
progress legislation.’’ 

The members of the St. Louis Club by 
unanimous vote adopted the following 
resolutions calling upon the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, 
through its board of control by a postal 
vote, as provided for in Article 17 of 
the by-laws, to completely rescind the re- 
port and recommendations, and to de- 
clare its unequivocal opposition to the ex- 
tension of the parcels post in any guise 
whatever. The resolutions follow:— 


Whereas, The St. Louis Paint, Oil and Drug 
Club is a member of the National Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Association, the first declared 
object of which is ‘‘to create a nermanent 
social feeling between the manufacturers and 
dealers,’’ and which association has declared 
repeatedly the principle stated by the trade in 


the Cleveland resolutions, that ‘‘whatever legis- 
lation, or agitation therefor, injuriously af- 
fects any special branch of the trade, should 
be deprecated and discouraged as inimical to 
the whole trade’’; and whereas it is our be- 
lief that the spirit and practical protection of 
the Cleveland platform should properly and 
justly extend to the retail dealer as fully and 
cordially as to all the other branches of the 
trade; 

Be it Resolved, 1. That we condemn the agi- 
tation for a domestic parcels post as a move- 
ment fraught with special danger to retail 
dealers, calculated to increase the competition 
of the mail-order houses to the detriment of 
the home dealer and the _ local community 
everywhere, and to demoralize all the chan- 
nels of recognized legitimate merchandising, 
through the manufacturer, the johLer and the 
local dealer; and that we recognize the sev- 
eral pending so-called ‘‘R. F. D, substitutes,’’ 
especially the Bennett bill, H. R, 10762, as 
mere entering wedges for a complete domestic 
parcels post system, and openly urged as such 
by the advocates of mail-order merchandising. 

2. That the imminence of such legislation 
by Congress this winter, and the earnestness 
and unanimity of the retail dealers in their 
opposition to parcels post in any form what- 
ever, as expressed for years in their various 
conventions, fairly demand this earnest and 
emphatic expression of our conviction; and 
that believing also that these are the convic- 
tions of the trade at large, and of the mem- 
bers of the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association, we respectfully but earnestly rec- 
ommend and request that the association 
through its board of control, by the postal 
vote of the entire association (as provided in 
Article 17 of the By-Laws) take immediate 
and proper action whereby, thus formally and 
regularly, the association will promptly and 
unmistakably declare its unequivocal opposi- 
tion to the extension of the domestic parcels 
post in any guise whatever; pledge its co- 
operation with the other national organiza- 
tions of manufacturers, jobbers and dealers 
who are the declared opponents of parcels post; 
completely rescind the report and recommen- 
dation hurriedly adopted (without discussion, 
and in the absence of the regular report, and 
of the committee, on postal laws and regula- 
tions), at the recent national convention of 
the association, and thus, as an association, 
publicly and promptly repair an inadvertent 
action which is being used to the disadvantage 
of the dealer, to the injury of our association 
and its members, and in the furtherance of a 
movement which we unequivocally denounce.

The following memorial was also unani-

Mr. James W. Simmons came to Boston from 
Buffalo, N. Y., in 1893 as the representative 
of Spencer Kellogg, and in that capacity was 
m continuous resident here until last September. 

Mr. Simmons was not one of those magnetic 
men who form acquaintances easily, and in 
consequence develop a business alrnost without 
offort, but was rather of a class who work 
more slowly but achieve more enduring and 
finer kind of reputation. He gradually im- 
pressed the people whom he met with his abso- 
lute integrity and reliability, and upon these 
firm foundations he combined a quiet energy,

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The English Liquid Fuel Trade. 


NEW MOVE BY THE BRITISH ADMIRALTY 
: TO USE SCOTCH OIL. 
London, Nov. 3, 1909. 

From the innermost circles of naval au- 
thority I learn to-day that a movement 
which will have far-reaching results upon 
England's liquid fuel trade is approaching 
realization. At the moment the full de- 
tails are being kept as closely secret as 
possible, but in short this new move is to 
supply the British navy with the greater 
portion of its liquid fuel needs from the 
Scottish oil refineries rather than that the 
supply should be drawn from foreign 
sources, 

As is known, the Admiralty has for a 
long time been encouraging the exploita- 
tion of supposed to be petroliferous areas 
in the colonies in order that, to use the 
words of a high official at the Admiralty, 
“England should not be dependent upon 
America for its liquid fuel needs,’’ but so 
far as the respective developments have 
gone, the result has not been of an en- 
couraging nature, either to the govern- 
ment or to those financial groups inter- 
ested. Trinidad is still looked to with 
feelings of expectation, but in the direc- 
tion of developments matters are moving 
slowly, if for the time being they are not 
actually in abeyance. 

Now, however, that the British Ad- 
miralty has gone over to liquid fuel 
whole heartedly, its supplies are being 
drawn solely from the States, and for 
the ten months of this year some 150,- 
000 barrels have been imported, this quan- 
tity having been divided between the sev- 
eral government depots which have been 
erected at various points round the coast. 

From what I can gather, it is uncertain 
whether the government approached the 
Scottish shale oil refiners or vice versa 
with regard to the possibility of their 
meeting the major portion of Admiralty 
needs, but it is a fact that lately a gov- 
ernment inspector visited the various 
leading Scottish refiners in order to push 
matters forward, and at the moment there 
is on foot a scheme by which each re- 
iiner shall undertake to guarantee the de- 
livery or so many tons of liquid fuel to 
the Admiralty each year. 

The establishment of a naval base at 
Rorsyth, on the Scottish east coast, ‘will 
do much to facilitate this new move, for 
the cost of transit from the refineries to 
seaboard will be reduced to a minimum, 
owing to the short distance by rail. Of 
late the various refined oils of Scotland 
have not been commanding anything like 
satisfactory prices in the home markets, 
and it is generally assumed that the 
manufacture of solar and other oils will 
be curtailed in order that the Scottish re- 
tiners may be in a position to deliver 
larger quantities of liquid for Admiralty 
needs, 

The latest move of the Admiralty is 
bound to cause considerable consterna- 
tion throughout English oil circles, es- 
pecially as one or two of the large firms 
have gone to an enormous expense in 
order to provide storage facilities for 
large quantities of liquid fuel. 
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French Duties on Benzol, &c, 
London, Nov. 12, 1909. 
An important joint meeting of the Asso- 


ciation of Tar Distillers and of the 
Chemical Trade Section of the London 
Chamber of Commerce was held last 


week at the offices of the latter body to 
consider the question of the duties on 
benzol and allied products suggested by 
the French Finance Minister. Sir Sam- 
uel B. Bolton, the chairman of the Asso- 
ciation of Tar Distillers, presided. It 
would seem that the proposal was first 
brought forward early in the year by a 
member of the Chamber of Deputies, but 


it was dropped, only to be revived subse- 
quently by the government on the basis 
of 10 francs per hectoliter on benzol, to- 
luene and naphtha entering France, 
When it was first introduced, representa- 
tions were made from London to the 
British Board of Trade and through the 
British Embassy in Paris to the French 
Government. About the middle of the 
current year a letter was also sent on 
behalf of the French Chamber of Com- 
merce in London to the Ministers of 
Commerce and Finance in France, in 
which it was pointed out that, according 
to English statistics, the United Kingdom 
sent to France in 1908:— 


“Benzol and toluene, 1,111,772 galons, value 
£43,866; naphtha (benzine), 791,894 gallons, 
£33,891; total, 1,903,666 gallons; value £77,757; 
or a total of 86,483 hectolitres of a value of 
1,943,925 francs, 

“In the budget for 1910 the Finance Min- 
ister proposes that after January 1, 1910, 
benzol, benzine and toluene shall be assim- 
ilated with petrol essence and subject to 
the following duties:—Douane (customs), 10 
francs per hectolitre; interior consumption 
tax, 5 francs per hectolitre; plus, according 
to circumstances, the surtax products of 
European origin in the case of indirect ship- 
ment, and, that upon products of extra 
European origin, liable to the ‘surtaxe d’en- 
trepot’—in each case of 5 francs. 

“On the cther hand, Mr, Andre Lefevre has 
proposed to the Paris Muncipal Council the 
raising of the octroi dues on these articles 
from 10.20 francs to 18.50 francs per hecto- 
litre, which (at any rate for benzol and tolu- 
ene) have for some time now been mixed 
with petrol essence and used as fuel for au- 
tomobiles and similar vehicles. The two 
products in question sent also in the manu- 
facture of aniline colors and benzine is 
largely used as a rubber solvent and for 
cleaning purposes.”’ 


The letter of the French Chamber in 
London, having recited the above facts, 
indicated a probable reduction in impor- 
tation, but assuming that the importation 
of the three products remained at 86,483 
hectoliters, it was pointed out that by 
the duty of 15 francs the French treasury 
would benefit by about 1,300,000 francs (the 
octrio duties of Paris would not benefit 
the State) and the question was asked 
whether for such a small sum it would 
be wise to create these new duties, seeing 
that England takes from France 68,000,- 
00@ francs of automobiles. 

Supplementing these movements of pro- 
test the meeting at the London Chamber 
of Commerce this week resolved to 
strongly support the opposition that has 
developed against the proposals in France 
itsef and also to memorialize the British 
Foreign Office with a view to getting the 
British Government to address the French 
Government along the lines that the pro- 
posed customs duty would considerably 
curtail British exports in the articles in 
question and simultaneously be harmful 
to French manufacturing interests. If de- 
nied by the Foreign Office, a deputation 
is to wait upon the officials thereat. 





The Dissolution of the Standard 
Oil Co. of New Jersey. 


The celebrated suit of the Government 
vs. the Standard Oi! Company calling fxr 
the dissolution of that corporation, which 
attracted world-wide attention last spring 
and involved the taking of more volumi- 
nous testimony by referee in various 
parts of the United States than probably 
has ever before been submitted to a court 
of law, was settled by the United States 
Circuit Court in St. Louis last week in 
favor of the Government. The action was 
taken claiming conspiracy in restraint of 
trade under the Sherman anti-trust law, 
and it was ordered that the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, which is the 
parent or holding company for the numer- 
ous subsidiary concerns of the Standard 
aggregation, should be dissolved, 

The decision was unanimous on the part 
of the three judges who tried the case, 
and who, by the way, are judges of the 
United States Court of Appeals. By rea- 
son of the latter fact the company may 
now appeal against the decision directly 
to the United States Supreme Court, 

The matter was so fully discussed by the 
daily newspapers at the time the deci- 
sion was rendered that the Reporter need 
not go again over the details. It suffices 
to say that the decision as handed down 
by Judge Sandborne and Judge Hooker, 
und concurred in by their associate, was 
extremely minute in detail, and covered 
every possible legal phase of the case. 
It dealt with the history of the Standard 
Oil Company from 1865, and traced the 
changes in the administration of the com- 
pany’s affairs, which at one time were 
managed by = board of trustees for the 
shareholders, and which finally culmi- 
nated in the organization of the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey as a hold- 
ing company to hold the shares of the 
other subsidiary companies, and which 
exercised parental authority over them. 
It must also be remembered, however, 
that the New Jersey concern is in itself a 
large refiner of oil. 

The order for dissolution constrains the 
defendants to return the stock held by 
them to the subsidiary companies and to 
cease to exercise control over them; in 
other words, it means that each com- 
pany shall act hereafter as an independ- 
ent concern, and they may supposedly 
compete one with the other. It does not 
mean, however, as some outsiders are in- 
clined to believe that the Standard Oil 
Company and its affiliated companies are 
ordered out of business. There will be 
no destruction or confiscation of prop- 
erty. The Standard will simply have to 
devise some means for the government of 
their subsidiary concerns which does not 
come in contlict with the law, 

The decision, which was rendered on 
November 22. gives the company thirty 
days in which to comply with the order. 
They may, however, lodge an appeal with 
the United States Supreme Court, and 
have already intimated their intention of 
doing so. Notice of this appeal will act 
as a stay, so that until the court of last 
resort pusses upon the matter, the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey may con- 
tinue as heretofore. It seems to be the 
impression of legal authorities familiar 
with the case that the Supreme Court will 
sustain the decision, and it is generally 
known that the executive officers of the 
company have been formulating plans 
fer the conduct of the company’s business 
in the event of such a decision. 
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Western Seed and Oil 
Markets. 


Minneapolis. 
Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 24, 1909. 


Flaxseed is in strong demand in Minne- 
apolis. teceipts are fairly large, but 
they represent principally deliveries on 
old sales to arrive. The actual arrivals 
for sale daily are small and not sufficient 
to meet requirements. They have, how- 
ever, been larger during the last few days 
and it is believed that after the close ot 
navigation at Duluth they will further in- 
crease, Local crushers take the bulk otf 
the offerings, but an oceasional lot is 
picked up by shippers on orders from Du- 
juci:, Tne oii mill at Red Wing, Minn., 
aiso draws its supplies from Minneapolis. 

The demand for seed to arrive is good. 
lt has only been by buying largely of this 
to arrive seed that the mills here have 
managed to keep supplied. For a couple 
of days during the week to arrive seed 
sold at le. under spot, but it is again 
selling on the same basis. 

Stocks of seed in public elevators in 
Minneapolis for the week ending Novem- 
ber 20 increased about 32,000 bushels. 

Compared with the same day last year 
spot seed in Minneapolis Wednesday at 
the close was about 35c. higher. 

The seed market at Duluth was _ very 
erratic last week. According to all re- 
ports, there seemed to be some manipula- 
tion gwoing on, but for what reason was 
not apparent. Rumors of large importa- 
tions of Argentine seed by LEastern 
crushers were current. These rumors 
were worked to the fullest to bear the 
market and on Saturday prices declined 
materially. However, the reports seemed 
to be greatly exaggerated and the greater 
part of the decline was recovered Mon- 
day when the truth was ascertained, 
The importations were reported at from 
a half million to a million bushels, but 
later reports gave the quantity at only 
about 300,000 bushels. If the seed is for 
January-February shipment from Argen- 
tine at shippers’ option, the probabilities 
are that the seed will not be shipped until 
February, which would mean that the 
seed would not reach New York until 
March or early in April. 

While importations of 
would no doubt have a bearish 
Northwestern prices, yet it is 
that values here would not decline 
materially. The quality of the oil pro- 
duced from Argentine seed is said to be 
not up to the standard of oil from North- 
western seed, and would no doubt have 
to be mixed with Northwestern oi] in or- 
der to make it marketable. It is also 
understood that many importers of Amer- 
ican linseed oil cake on the Continent 
will not accept cake produced from Ar- 
gentine seed on contracts in lieu of cake 
from Northwestern seed. These condi- 
tions would probably have a bearing on 
the market value of the two seeds. 

Friday the market at Duluth was 
strong, but when the high point for the 
duy was reached, sellers came in strong 
and the free offerings broke the market 
about 344c. A further decline of 5c. was 
experienced Saturday, due to the per- 
sistent rumors of large importations ot 
foreign seed. It was remarked that when 
prices were at their lowest, buyers were 
out of the market. Sellers were reported 
to have thrown large luts of seed on the 
market, with no takers. Crushers, how- 
ever, Say that they were unable to buy 
large lots of seed at the decline, although 
they stood ready to take on anything 
that ‘was offered. This attitude of the 
crushers, undoubtedly, had the effect ot 
strengthening the market. 

When the market opened Monday, the 
feeling was very firm and the effect of 
the reported large importations had ap- 
parentiy worn off. The market was 
strong all day and offerings were taken 
freely by crushers at an advance of from 
2c, to de, over Saturday. At the close 
Monday the net advance over Saturday 
was 44c. It was reported from Dulutn 
that Minneapolis crushers were large 
buyers of seed in that market Monday. 
Inquiry, however, among the local crush- 
ers does not verify this rumor. Un- 
doubtedly some small lots of future seed 
were taken there by the Minneapolis oil 
mills, but the quantity is not believed to 
have been very large. 

The market on Tuesday was quiet and 
prices were fairly steady. Eastern buy- 
ers were not much in evidence and they 
seemed to have filled their requirements 
in November seed. The close was about 
tec. over Monday. Wednesday there was 
a weaker tune to the market and fairly 
free offerings with little buying made a 
lower range of values in cash and No- 
vember seed. The December and May 
options, however, showed considerable 
Strength and closed higher than on the 
previous day. At the close to-day cash 
seed was 5c. lower than on Thursday. 

Shipments of seed from Duluth for the 
week were heavy. Among the receipts 
fur the week ended November 20 were 
2,256 bushels of Canadian seed in bond.

LINSEED OIL. 
Minneapolis mills are still doing 
business in prompt shipment oil. 
apparently still a searcity in 
various sections of the country, and the 
mills have all they can do to fill the 
urgent requirements of their customers. 

Suvers are evidently satisfied that pres- 
ent prices will hold, as some crushers 
report that business the last two weeks 
were the best on this year’s crop. More 
future business is being done now than 
for some time and some good sized con- 
tracts have been made by large Eastern 
buyers for all winter shipment. One 
crusher also reports having sold a round 
lot of oil to an Eastern mill for winter 
shipment, and reports inquiries for more 
from the same source. This Eastern mill 
was evidently unable to get sufficient raw 
material with which to fill its orders and 
was forced to buy the oil. 

Owing to the wide range in seed prices 
during the week various quotations on 
oil have been heard of. Some sales have 
been made at 57%c. per gallon f. o. b. 
Minneapolis in car lots, but the general 
market seems to have been around 58@ 
ac. These prices apply to both prompt 
and future shipment. 

The Minneapolis oil mills are handi- 
capped somewhat by the scarcity of tank 
cars. There seems to be a congestion on 
the railroads or something which retards 
the return of the tank cars. Unless the 
condition is remedied soon it will prove 
a serious annoyance to the mills. 

Shipments of linseed oil from Minne- 
apolis for the week were 3,718,894 Ibs., 
or about 968,000 more than in the corre- 
sponding week a year ago. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL. 


The export demand for linseed oil cake 
continues brisk. Arrivals of foreign seed 
and cake on the Continent are reported 
to be much smaller than expected. Stocks 
are light and arrivals go into immediate 
consumption. Importers are therefore 
anxious to take on all the cake crushers 
have to offer. They are particularly eager 
for quick shipment stuff, but are also 
willing to contract for the limited quan- 
tity of future cake available. Oil buyers 
are showing more disposition to buy 
ahead, which leaves more future cake 
for sale. Prices are firm and unchanged 
from a week ago. For shipment up to 
December 15, $30.75 per ton f. 0. b. Minne- 
apolis is asked and for last half Decem- 
ber, January, February and March ship- 
ment, $30.25 per ton. 

Linseed oil meal is rather quiet. Crush- 
ers say the demand is not normal for 
this season of the year. The prevailing 
high prices, however, are responsible. 
Inquiries are numerous enough, but buy- 
ers are unwilling to buy meal at $32 per 
ton. They feel that this price is too nigh 
in comparison with other feeds, The 
export demand for cake, however, estab- 
lishes the price of meal. As long as 
crushers can dispose of their entire out- 
put of cake abroad at favorable prices, 
they cannot be expected to grind it into 
meal and dispose of it at home for less 
money.

Seed prices have not been so well main- 
tained this week as they were last week, 
and there seems to be a tendency on the 
part of even the bulls in the trade to 
take the position that seed is high enough. 
‘Trading in the Northwestern centers was 
not reported so active, and while the 
crushers need seed and need it badly, 
there is a limit to all things, even_to 
the price at which seed will sell. The 
local crushers are Keeping their mills in 
operation, but are not taking any heavy 
supply of seed to carry them ahead, and 
as was pointed out last week, one of the 
big local crushers is not receiving any 
more seed, but is merely using up, and 
that in an economical way, the seed which 
it already has on hand.

seems able to answer, but there is no 
aouvwe that tne reports were disquieting 
to certain interests who are said to have 
been chiefly interested in keeping the 
price of seed up. If Belgian oil has been 
bought for use in the East, and can be 
laid down there at a price less than the 
cost of the domestic oil, this too, would 
seom to have a bearing on the advisabil- 
ity of forcing the seed market any higher. 
It is undoubtedly true that this oil could 
also be bought for use in the West, and 
especially in the Chicago territory, and 
at a price little, if any, higher than the 
cost of the domestic oil, this, too, would 
This could be affected by importation 
through the port of New Orleans, where 
# much more favorable rate could be 
secured than through New York, and if 
the railroads which are interested in the 
Chicago-New Orleans traffic should see 
fit to make the right kind of a rate, the 
cost of transportation from the other 
side probably would not foot up much 
over 2c. per gallon. On this basis, with 
the oil costing 40c., Antwerp, with lic. 
duty added, the oil might be laid down 
in Chicago for less than 60c. which is the 
minimum price at which the domestic 
oil can now be bought.

The oil trade is slow, but the price re- 
mains firm. Users have suddenly reached 
the conclusion that the price is too high, 
and while this of itself would not be of 
any advantage to them, the consumers 
have also been led to believe that the 
limit has been reached, and that a fur- 
ther advance would let down the bars to 
the importation of foreign oil, At any 
rate, it is an assured fact that there is 
not the demand fer oil that there was a 
few weeks agu. Sales within the current 
week are reported to have been very 
light, and none of the crushers has 
touched in volume the business that was 
being done a short time ago. Already it 
is said the users of mixed paints have 
raised a protest against the advance in 
the price of that commodity. Though 
thes can affix no censure to the makers 
of the paints, since the latter were forced 
to advance their prices because of the 
increased cost in the price of their raw 
material, and especially linseed oil, the 
users of paints assert that an advance of 
10c. per gallon, which recently was put 
in effect, is forcing the consumer to pay 
for the boost all along the line, and that 
it is not fair. With the paint men mov- 
ing slowly, and buying just such oi] as 
they actually have to have, and the 
rumors rife of the possibility; and even 
the probability, of imported oil finding its 
way to the Chicago territory, crushers 
have been growing uneasy. Sales were 
made during the week at 60c., but the 
general price is 6lc. 

LINSEED CAKE. 

Demand for cake remains active, but 
there is not much stuff being offered as 
the crushers either are well sold ahead 
or do not care to take chances with fur- 
ther commitments, At the price at which 


cake is now quoted there appears to be 
less eagerness on the part of the buyers 
to take hold. It is now within a week 
or so of the close of navigation on the 
great lakes, and those buyers who have 
not already booked their orders naturally 
cannot be expected to take much in the 
near future, as the cost of all rail ship- 
ment would be too heavy. Shipments 
via New Orleans, however, are becoming 
heavier, and as the rates are more tavor- 
able, it would not be surprising to find 
that port taking away considerable busi- 
ness Which once went through Eastern 
seaboards, The local crushers have prac- 
tically no cake to offer and brokers re- 
port that Minneapolis is not offering very 
freely. Export cake is quoted $31, Chi- 
cago, up to the close of the year, but it 
is hard to get a price beyond that period.

George B. Cary, broker, has wired Ant- 
werp for the best price at which Belgian 
linseed oil can be laid down in the Chi- 
cago market. It is generally understood 
in the West that some of this oil has 
been worked for export out of Belgium to 
New York, and it is thought that the 
rate to Chicago, via New Orleans, can be 
made almost as cheap as the rate to New 
York. Mr. Cary has, as yet, received no 
response, but expects answer py letter. 
It is thought that this oil can be brought 
here at a price a little under the domestic 
figure, and in this case it would seem 
that there might be a strong demand 
for it. 

It is now confidently asserted by the 
trade here that Argentine flaxseed has 
been bought by American crushers. As 
near as can be jascertained the total 
amount thus far purchased is in the 
neighborhood of a million and a_ half 
bushels. The buying by Americans is re- 
ported to have stirred the European 
trade, and it was declared here this week 
that some of the sellers had attempted, 
unsuccessfuliy, to buy back the seed at 
an advance. All the seed thus far bought 
is stated to be January delivery, Argen- 
tine. At the same time buyers have been 
busy in the Canadian Northwest, and so 
active have the American buyers. been 
that it is the general belief that Europe 
will be shut out of the Canadian crop. 


Rumor has it that W. T. Jones, former- 
ly superintendent of the Wright & Hills 
mill of the American Linseed Company, 
is to become the manager for Guy 'T. 
Major’s crusher at Toledo, O. The ap- 
pointment, however, has not yet been 
confirmed. 


“I want to be placed on record as say- 
ing that there has not been over 22,000,000 
bushels of flaxseed raised in the North- 
west on this crop,”’ said J. W. Hirst, of 
the Hirst & Begley Linseed Company. 
“At the same time, I am of the belief 
that the top price for seed has been al- 
inost reached, and while I look for a 
steady market at around the prevailing 
prices for some time to come, I do not 
anticipate that we shall see so much of 
the sensational as has recently been dis- 
played. The group of men who are in 
part responsible for the sharp boost in 
prices, and who were aided by the cor- 
rect guess as to the size of the crop, may 
or may not have been frightened t the 
reports that Argentine seed had been 
worked, and that practically the entire 
Canadian crop had been absorbed by 
American crushers. If there are any 
shorts left, they will have been eliminat- 
ed largely with the end of November, 
and the spread between the near futures 
and the May option is assuming some- 
thing like nermal, so that I believe we 
are in for a much healthier, though not 
a higher market”

Linseed Oil, 


With the approach of “dull Decem- 
ber” the local market for linseed oil 
has grown comparatively quiet, though 
for the time of year demand has not 
been by any means bad. There is less 
pressure, however, and buyers are not 
outbidding each other for prompt de- 
liveries. Seed fluctuated and the tone 
of the Western markets for raw ma- 
terial is easier. The effect of the 
changed condition of seed early in the 
week was reflected in the local oil mar- 
ket in lower priced oil, which sold at 
one time as low as 60c. in some in- 
stances. It was but for a time, how- 
ever, for seed began to advance again 
and oil very quickly recovered. The 
best that could be done during the lat- 
ter part of the week was 6lc., with 
some crushers asking 62c. and even 63c. 
for round lots. The official card prices 
were not changed and the market, de- 
spite the gradual slacking of demand, 
may be quoted firm at the quotations. 
The cause of the sharp break in seed, 
with the consequent temporary drop in 
oil, is said to have come as the result of 
large purchases of Argentine seed for 
January delivery by Eastern mills. Our 
Western correspondents write that the 
news of these purchases had at once a 
perceptible effect on the markets of 
the Northwest, and it is not improbable 
therefore that should foreign seed be- 
gin to come in at the Atlantic seaboard 
with any show of freedom the North- 
western product might come down, The 
drawback on the cake made from im- 
ported seed now lessens the duty cost 
of seed for the first time in many years, 
and it looks as if the Eastern crushers 
might avail themselves to a greater or 
lesser extent of the privilege. The short 
crop and light receipts this season on 
this side have had some effect on Eu- 
rope, and the markets over there are 
firm and high, so that there does not 
seem to be much chance of any ma- 
terial break in either seed or oil; in 
fact, the chances, from all accounts, 
look the other way. The card prices in 
New York closed unchanged upon the 
basis of 64c. and 65c. for State, West- 
ern and city brands, respectively, in 
five-barrel lots.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


Business in cake during the week has 
been rather dull. There is not very 
much inquiry and still smaller offer- 
ings, Prices are firm, however, sellers 
quoting spot and nearby at $33.50 per 
ton. While there is not much inquiry 
for futures, crushers are firm in their 
views. Some improvement is noted in 
the demand for meal at the former 
quotation of $35. 


Cottonseed Oil, 


There was very little in connec- 
tion with the movement of values last 
week deserving of serious comment. 
The market, as a whole, was a some- 
what unsettled affair with successive 
reactions, and rallies and intervals of 
dullness. There was an absence of en- 
thusiasm, and the entire demonstration 
indicated a lack of professional sup- 
port accorded earlier in the month, 
when the movement was aided by 
rather circumstantial predictions of 
materially higher prices. The tendency 
of the late trading was slightly firmer, 
but there appeared to be a disposition 
to liquidate holdings whenever the 
market offered a favorable opportunity. 
The demand for actual consuming pur- 
poses has shown no perceptible in- 
crease. The packers and compound 
makers have not been particularly in- 
terested in the oil situation, and it was 
intimated that these interests were 
deriving sufficient oi] through regular 
contract channels. The present price 
range is still too high for the soap 
kettle and competitive oils and greases 
are being substituted when the pre- 
miums will allow. The demand for 
the high grade oils is reported fair for 
all domestic edible purposes, and busi- 
ness so far this fall in these descrip- 
tions is said to be very satisfactory. 
The continued high prices of butter and 
lard are strong factors in the oil sit- 
uation, and as long as these remain at 
their current levels there is little like- 
lihood of any relaxation in the de- 
mand for compound. Limited inquiries 
are noted for European account, and 
the market has secured little support 
from this source. The export move- 
ment from this port during the past 
week ' was 6,904 barrels, from other 
ports 5,684 barrels, making a total] of 
12,588 barrels. 3,500 barrels included in 
the shipments from this port were con- 
signed to Rotterdam. The contemplated 
action of the French government in re- 
vising the tariff rates on both classes 
of oil is attracting considerable in- 
terest from the trade. The situation is 
discussed in detail in an editorial on 
page seven of this issue. Late advices 
from abroad indicate a better yield 
of olive oil than was at first antici- 
pated. The Mediterranean crop, it is 
thought, will be close to a normal one, 
but in other sections predictions are 
not so encouraging. Reports from 
Russia regarding sunflower seed in- 
dicate an unusually small yield, and 
in some quarters it was intimated that 
the cotton product may have a chance 
to compete in Russia. The second gen-

crop for the season 1909-10 has just 
been issued. This memorandum deals 
with the provinces containing some 75 
per cent. of the total acreage under 
sesame in British India, calculated on 
the average of five years ending 1907-8. 
The total figure for all these provinces 
shows a net increase of 145,000 acres, 
or 5 per cent., as compared with that 
returned at the correspondine date in 
1908. The increases are contributed 
by the Central Provinces and Berar, 
by Madras, and by the United Pro- 
vinces, but Bombay and Sind showed a 
marked contraction of area, while in 
Bengal and the Panjab the area is also 
somewhat less than at ‘the same time 
last year. The percentage estimates 
of yield and the general report as to 
the condition of the crop are on the 
whole favorable. Locally, there has 
been no important change in com- 
peting commodities. Lard has_ re- 
tained its firm position, and the light 
available supplies with the high prices 
of live hogs have been fully reflected 
in market values. City tallow has re- 
mained quiet and firm at 6%c., with no 
sales recorded. Greases are firm and 
unchanged. The market in vegetable 
oils 1s quiet and steady, with consum- 
ers awaiting further developments. The 
cotton market has been subjected to 
irregularity, early weaknesses giving 
way to later strength, but final prices 
were below those of the previous week.

There was little spirit to trading. The near- 
by positions appeared to be under more or less 
pressure, and the general market reflected an 
easy tone. Closing prices showed little change, 
small net losses predominating. Sales of crude 
were ‘reported at 44%c.

Cocoanut Oils, Etc. 


The market for cocoanut oil eased off 
slightly during the interval, coincident 
with the lower cables from abroad. 
Two arrivals during the week also 
tended to lower prices. The London 
market fluctuated considerably during 
the interval and a net Joss of about 
one pound a ton for January-February 
shipments from the coast is noted for 
the week. Palm oil retained its pre- 
vious strong position throughout the 
interval and for shipments prices are, 
if anything, a shade firmer. Sales of 
from 1,000 to 2,500 tons are now gen- 
erally the rule in the Liverpool mar- 
ket each week. Rapeseed oil abroad 
is firmer owing to the short supply of 
seed and oil and spot prices are ex- 


pected to advance shortly. Cod oil is 
without change; lard oil continues 
very firm and extremely _ scarce. 


Southern crude menhaden oil is still 


finding an export inquiry, with sales 
of several hundred barrels made, 
Tallow oil continues very firm, with 
prices for good grades higher, The 
New Bedford oil market has been re- 
plenished by the arrival of 4,025 bar- 
rels of sperm. 

CEYLON OIL.—Arrivals on ‘the Sut- 
ton Hall and Matoppa during the week 
influenced the market but little. Quo- 
tations for all positions are extremely 
well maintained and there is a great 
scarcity of nearby arrivals. Sales dur- 
ing the week were very light and com- 
prised but a few large parcels, the 
buying still being of a hand-to-mouth 
character. The London market fluctu- 
ated considerably during the interval, 
opening up Monday with January-Feb- 
ruary shipments from the coast quot- 
ing at £36 38s., declining on Thursday 
to £35 3s.. However, a recovery was 
noted at the close and shipments in 
the same position were quoting at £35 
9s. This quotation is one pound per 
ton under that of the close of last 
week. This easier tone found reflection 
in the local quotations and for spot 
83.@8%c. was generally asked by the 
importers. A sale early in the week 
of a carload was made at a figure 
stated to be slightly under the inside 
quotation, but no further amounts of 
this material could be had at that fig- 
ure toward the end of the week, For 
shipments, quotations are very firm 
and nothing under 8%4c. appears to be 
operative for the balance of the year 
at least. 


COCHIN OIL.—This market also 
eased off fractionally during the week 
and, while some quarters are stating 
that they would not shade 94@9%éce., it 
was stated elsewhere that 9c. would be 
acceptable. For shipments slight con- 
cessions might be had, but some ‘quar- 
ters were holding out for the same quo- 
tations as those prevailing for spot 
goods.

sold far ahead. The price of other 
paint and soap oils is apparently regu- 
lating the demand for corn oil. For 
car lots 6.40c. is quoted with smaller 
lots held at 6.45c. The independent 
producers continue to shade the estab- 
lished quotations some 3@10 points, 

OLIVE OIL.—The situation developed 
no new feature during the week. For- 
eign markets for the old crop are nota- 
bly quiet and much easier as regards 
quotations. Reports of the new crop 
continue favorable, and while the 
speculative interests are still clinging 
to the short crop stories there can be 
but little doubt that the crop will be 
at least about 85 per cent. of an aver- 
age one. New oil from the Tunisian 
crop is already on the foreign markets 
in a limited way. For delivery Janu- 
ary to June yellow oil is obtainable 
in some quarters at 65c., prime green 
foots at 5%c. However, some interests 
are holding out for 64%c. for the latter. 
There is but very little business pass- 
ing in old crop material. 

PALM OIL.—The market retained its 
firmness throughout the week and the 
quotations of our last report are stil 
well maintained. While slight conces- 
sions for shipments were being made 
in some quarters other interests were 
holding out for the same quotations as 
those prevailing for spot goods. The 
Liverpool market is described as fol- 
lows:— 

The market has been firm, and a fair busi- 
ness done at recent full prices to an occas- 
ional advance of 2s. 6d. to 5s. per ton. Sales, 
1,100 tons, including on the spot, fine red 
Sherbro at £27 10s.; Benin, £27 10s.; Old 
Calabar, £28 12s. 6d., and Emoe, £29; and to 
arrive, Brass, November delivery, £25 15s.; 
Emoe, December-January, £28 15s. to £28 lis. 
6d.; softs, do., £28 17s. 6d.; Benin, do., £27 10s., 
and hard oils, November delivery, £25 15s.; 
November-December and December-January, 
£26, and December-January, £25 15s., with 
Lagos for December delivery, £29 15s. per ton, 
all in transit. 

RAPESEED OIL.—The foreign mar- 
kets have advanced noticeably of late 
and the supply of seed as well as oil 
has been comparatively light. While 
there is a firmer feeling experienced 
on the spot, quotations in general have 
not responded to the high prices in the 
primary markets as yet. Advances, 
however, are predicted for the near fu- 
ture by some of the prominent im- 
porters. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 


COD OIL.—Although most of the lo- 
cal houses are now refusing to shade 
the 42c. level for the Newfoundland 
product, at least one interest is offering 
material on the basis of 40c. In do- 
mestic there is nothing new to add, 
88@40c,. being still operative. 

LARD OIL.—Aside from aé_e very 
small amount of prime winter lard oil 
in the hands of the jobbing trade, this 
description has been practically entire- 
ly cleaned up. The quotation of $1.10 
is repeated in a more or less nominal. 
The off-grades are very firm and are 
finding a ready outlet into consumption 
at previous quotations. An export 
shipment of 47 barrels to the Conti- 
nent is noted. 

MENHADEN OIL.—The Chesapeake 
Bay producers, with one exception, are 
offering about 800 barrels of the bal- 
ance of the season’s catch at 25% 
@26c. f. 0. b. Baltimore. The excep- 
tion is one producer, who has about 
1,500 barrels of crude oil for which he 
is asking a price stated to be 27c. In- 
quiries for export parcels of South- 
ern crude are still reported, a sale of 
several hundred barrels having been 
closed during the week. In manufac- 
tured oils there is a difference of opin- 
ion as regards prices. Some holders 
are stating that 29c. is entirely too 
low for the light and brown strained

PETROLEUM MARKET. 





Saturday Noon, Nov. 27, 1909. 


Returns for the week from the Eastern 
fields indicate fairly encouraging re- 
sults in many of the sections, but 
the prospects are generally for an 
earlier curtailment of development 
work than usual for the winter season, 


owing to the pessimistic tone of the 
crude market. About the only districts 
which afford an incentive for opera- 


tions of a more speculative character 
are the Shinnston pool of Harrison 
county, the Lincoln district of Tyler 
county and the Mannington district of 
Marion county in West Virginia. The 
first named development has been the 
most interesting of the year in the fields 
of the Pennsylvania classification, and 
has furnished many producers of ex- 
ceptional capacity. No completions of 
particular interest were reported in 
this formation during the week. While 
the larger wells in the pool have not 
been able to maintain their original 
capacity, the output is still encourag- 
ing, the total production remaining in 
the neighborhood of 5,000 barrels a day. 
The east side of the pool offers the 
most favorable prospects for experi- 
mental drilling. The bringing in of 
a record producer about a month ago in 
the Mannington district of Marion coun- 
ty, which, according to a late report, 
was holding up at 330 barrels a day, has 
led to more extensive operations in that 
section, and the best of reecnt comple- 
tions is one which placed 175 barrels 
to its credit the first twenty-four hours. 
The location was two miles north of 
the original well. A completion re- 
ported good for 200 barrels in the Lin- 
coln district of Tyler county was in 
advance of developments, and may sig- 
nalize the extension of the producing 
formation. The Holliday’s Cove dis- 
trict of Brooke county was again to 
the front with a well that was rated 
as a probable 40-barrel producer, the 
best experienced in that section for 
many months. Results for the week 
in Lincoln county were of the same 
steady character, but the wells showed 
more than the average capacity, a 
daily aggregate of 415 barrels being re- 
corded from the nine completions. The 
best showing in the Southeastern Ohio 
fields for the week was a 200-barrel pro- 
ducer in the Woodsfield district of 
Monroe county. No completions out 
of the ordinary were reported in the 
deep sand territory of Fairfield and 
Perry counties, but some of the older 
wells are maintaining a creditable out- 
put. The Scottown development of 
Washington county furnished two wells 
of about 50 barrels’ capacity each. In- 
terest in the week’s operations in the 
Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio and 
Indiana centered in a completion in 


Randolph county in Indiana near Union 
City on the Indiana-Ohio State line, 
which may open a new pool. The Ohio 
end of the field was without new in- 
terest, operations being generally cur- 
tailed. ThelIllinois results stand out con- 
spicuously in comparison with those in 
other fields producing the higher grade 
of crude. Lawrence county leads in 
the new production column, the aver- 
age being considerably surpassed by 
the bringing in of an extraordinary 
well in the Applegate pool in Petty 
township, which was credited with 
1,775 barrels the first twenty-four 
hours. The Lawrence county wells 
were reported showing for an average 
of 200 barrels, while the average in 
Crawford county was placed at about 
50 barrels. The new daily production 
of the Illinois wells for the week was 
considerably in excess of that of all 
of the other Eastern fields combined, 
Advices from the midcontinent field 
note a quiet situation. Interest in the 
Hamilton Switch development has sub- 
sided, pending the completion of new 
tests. The original wells register a 
materially lower yield. Plans for the 
construction of the pipe-line system 
from production to Louisiana tide- 
water are being rushed and its com- 
pletion may be realized by March 1 
next. Our California correspondent re- 
ports the October production of that 
State as 4,969,800 barrels, an increase 
of 165,350 barrels over the September 
total. All of the principal fields shared 
in the increment last month. The out- 
put for the ten months of the year 
reaches 47,257,650 barrels, and there is 
every indication that the total 1909 pro- 
duction will exceed that of last year 
by at least 8,000,000 barrels. The 
steady increasing fields of consumption 
for fuel oil promise to absorb the 
heavier output, and the prospects for 
marketing next year’s supply are be- 
lieved to favor a atill further gain in 
production. An actual shortage is said 
to be imminent by the first of the com- 
ing year, and the leading buying con- 
cerns are having difficulty in commit- 
ting producers to present rates. 





Refined and Products, 


Conditions affecting the local market 
for refined have undergone no ma- 
terial change during the interim and 
trading has followed more or less 
routine lines. The general situation 
does not prompt particular confidence, 
in view of recent developments con- 
cerning values for crude and refined 
for export, and buyers are inclined to 
operate only for the more urgent re- 
quirements. The aggregate for export 
involves fairly good proportions, 
record of the week’s clearances from 
the local port shows a total of 12,590,275 
gallons, against 12,032,155 gallons for 
the former period. Of the quantity

SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY DETER- 
MINES TO TEST THE QUESTION AS TO 
WHETHER ROSIN SHOULD NOT BE 

SO ASSESSED, INSTEAD OF PAYING 
TWENTY PER CENT. UNDER 
PARAGRAPH 480. 

Washington, Nov. 26, 1909. 

In issuing formal instructions to the 
customs service, directing the assessment 
of duty on importations of rosin in ac- 
cordance with the decision reached on the 
19th instant and announced in this cor- 
respondence last week, the Secretary of 
the Treasury, upon further consideration, 
has determined to test the question as to 
whether duty can be levied under para- 
graph 20 of the new tariff act at the rate 
of one-fourth of one cent per pound and 
10 per cent., ad valorem, instead of at the 
rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem uider 
paragraph 480. Computations based upon 
the latest quotations have convinced the 
customs officials that the combined rate 
provided by paragraph 20 will result in 
a slightly higher duty than 20 per cent. 
ad valorem, and the law provides that 
where cither of two rates is applicable to 
an importation the higher rate shall be 
assessed, the Secretary’s instructions di- 
rect customs Officials to classify imported 
rosin as a gum or gum resin advanced in 
value or condition. ‘The formal ruling is 
embodied in the following letter to the 
collector at Philadelphia, where a number 
of importations of French rosin have re- 
cently been made by leading soap manu- 
facturers:—

Would Not Discontinue Oil In- 


spection, 

In commenting on his recent utterances 
in regard to abolishing the oil inspection 
department maintained by the State of 
Minnesota, Governor A, O. Eberhart says 
that he did not mean that he would like 
to see the inspection abolished. It is the 
system under which the inspection is 
done that is at fault. 

He believes that the $60,000 now spent 
by the State annually for oil inspection 
could be largely done away with if cer- 
tain standards for oil were established 
and severe penalties imposed on com- 
panies found guilty of selling oil not up 
to these standards. It is said that car- 
load after carload of oil comes into Min- 
nesota that is never inspected by the de- 
partment. Governor Eberhart says that 
if the State had the right to confiscate 
any oil that was not up to standard, 
there would be very little of it shipped 
into the State,

German Supreme Court Upholds 
American Patent Rights. 


A dispatch from Leipsic last week says 
that the Imperial Supreme Court has 
rendered a decision in a patent case in 
which it interpreted the patent agree- 
ment between Germany and the United 
States in favor of an American company 
which has a branch office in Berlin. 

This branch office secured letters of 
patent under the German law on an in- 
vention, but it failed to place the inven- 
tion on the market within three years, 
the time specified by the German statute 
for so doing. Thereupon a German 
brought suit to vacate the patent rights 
and the Patent Office decided in his fa- 
vor. The American firm, however, took 
an appeal to the Imperial Supreme Court 
and while awaiting a decision transferred 
the patent rights to its parent company 
in the United States. 

The decision of the court declared that 
the Patent Office had wrongfully revoked 
the letters of patent and must renew 
them, as the German-American agree- 
ment guaranteed reciprocal treatment of 
patents, 





Under the German-American patent 
agreement, which was signed at Wash- 
ington February 23 of this year and be- 
came effective August 1, American manu- 
facturers were relieved of the provisions 
of the German law which required that 
to sell their products in Germany they 
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must manufacture them upon the basis 
of patents in Germany. This called for 
the investment of large sums of money 
in maintaining duplicate plants. Amer- 
ican inventors also were relieved by the 
agreement from the German restriction, 
which declared patents forfeited if not 
actually worked in Germany within three 
years after letters of patent were granted,

Permeability Test of “Toxement.” 


Toch Bros., of New York, report as 
follows concerning a test of concrete 
waterproofed with toxement. The results 
are interesting as showing the effective- 
ness of this kind of waterproofing which 
aims to give to.concrete the same pro- 
tection against underground dampness 
that asphalt or tar waterproofing does:— 

“Toxement is a material which is mixed 
with the cement in a proportion of 2 per cent., 
and it is claimed that after thirty days this 
ombination will resist water pressure up to 
fifty pounds’ pressure to the square inch, ir- 
respective of the thickness of the wall. The 
test was conducted by engineers of a large 
Eastern railroad in September, 1909.

paints and varnishes, petroleum refining, 
cotton oil production and refining, soap, 
starch and glucose, and fertilizers. These 
schedules, which will be presented to 
manufacturers by special agents soon 
after January 1 next, are supplementary 
to the general schedule for manufactures, 
the text of which has heretofore appeared 
in the columns of the Reporter, and em-

mixed with the above to give the proportion 
of one of cement to three of sand, and the 
whole was mixed with the proper amount of 
water.

Special care has been exercised by the 
director and his assistants to eliminate 
from the supplemental schedules ques- 
tions of an inquisitorial] character, which 
have been included in prior censuses and 
which have caused much criticism by 
manufacturers, resulting in many in- 
stances in the failure of the Census Bu- 
reau to secure the desired data. In the 
schedule covering chemical manufactures, 
for example, information is asked regard- 
ing only 9 of the thousands of raw ma- 
terials consumed and those specified are 
limited to articles of general use and of 
great commercial importance, the enumer- 
ation of which can in no way disclose 
technical or commercial secrets even to 
the enumeraters and computers who alone 
will handle the schedules, 

In the schedule devoted to paints and 
varnishes only three items are specified 
as raw materials, namely, pig lead, grain 
alcohol and wood alcohol. his schedule 
has been drafted with particular reference 
to the desires of the trade as expressed 
in conferences with the officials of the 
bureau, in which representatives of the 
Reporter have taken part and it is be- 
lieved that manufacturers will regard it 
with much favor and take all necessary 
pains to supply the information requested.

The general market has presented 
more or less of an irregular jobbing 
appearance during the week, and there 
did not seem to be the usual compen- 
sation in the form of orders for the 
elimination of the holiday. Some 
rather interesting price features have 
marked the interval. Opium has been 
nominally steady at unchanged figures, 
The only item of quinine interest was 
the higher unit at the Amsterdam 
quinine sale. Camphor monobromated 
yielded to the influence of the baser 
material. Cantharides were upward on 
ctronger primary advices. Beechwood 
creasote was firmer in some quarters. 
C. P. glycerine was fully maintained, 
with the tendency still higher. Glucose 
and grape sugar suffered a further de- 
preciation. Good sales were effected in 
Haarlem oil, and the outlook was be- 
lieved to be for further advances. 
There was a recovery of the former 
position of Japan wax. Menthol scored 
a higher level on _ similar conditions 
abroad. Rochelle salt and _ seidlitz 
mixture were again cheaper on compe- 
tition. Cascara sagrada was weaker in 
sympathy with the coast situation. 
Sassafras bark was more active. White 
pine bark was firmer as a result of 
scarcity, and the upward tendency of 
country values. An arrival of St. Ig- 
natius beans was offered at a lower 
level. Among the essential oils worm- 
wood continued to strengthen under 
the old influences, while orange was in 
firmer tendency on the tariff question. 
There was no material change in pep- 
permint conditions. No change was 
occasioned in spot asafoetida, but ar- 
rival prices favor buyers. Damiana, 
digitalis, belladonna and horehound 
are among the strong features of the 
herbs and leaves. Ipecac is tending 
upward, reflecting the improvement 
abroad, and serpentaria is held with 
increased firmness on lower stocks and 
a higher country market. Celery seed 
is again firmer on the duty factor, 
while larkspur was reported sold at 
advancing values. Fluctuations for

Despite the heavier offerings at the 
Amsterdam bark auction on December 
9, the prospects are regarded as favor- 
able in some local quarters for a higher 
unit, the effect of which may be re- 
flected on the quinine market.

ACID, CITRIC.—The demand _in- 
volves the light proportions incident to 
the season, but values are apparently 
steady at 354@36c., as to style of pack- 
age Our correspondent writes as fol- 
lows on citrate of lime:— 

Siracusa, Nov. 13, 1909. 

We beg to inform you that the market for 
citrate of lime for prompt shipment con- 
tinues very firm and on account of the num. 
ber of sales which have taken place lately, 
it is extremely difficult to get hold of any 
prompt shipment outside the 
Camera. The ruling price at present is for 
November shipment, £20 5s., cost and freight 
New York on the usual terms and conditions, 
and some transactions have taken place at 
this price. For the new crop shipments the 
following prices may be taken as ruling 
now:—December, £18 7s. 6d.; January, £15 
5s., and February, £18, all cost and freight 
New York for lots bought outside the 
Camera. 

As we informed you some time ago, the 
Camera Agrumaria is trying to obtain an 
increase of export duty on the citrate, but 
up to now they have not been able to suc- 
ceed. Meanwhile they have sold a few lots 
at their old price. 

ACID, PYROGALLIC.—There have 
been no recent evidences of the effect 
of competition, which earlier in the 
year kept the market in downward 
tendency. In some quarters, which are 
in close touch with primary conditions, 
a reaction is looked for, some of the 
disturbing factors abroad having failed 
and the situation now being under bet- 
ter control.

CAMPHOR, MONOBROMATED.—A 
lower basis by 5c. became operative at 
the opening of the week, establishing 
quotations at $1.05 for 50 pounds and 
$1.10 for 10 pounds.

CANTHARIDES.—Late advices from 
primary quarters note an advancing 
market for both Chinese and Russian 
flies, some apparently extreme figures 
having been cabled for the former.

Late offers from primary quarters 
were believed to warrant the inside fig- 
The London market was reported

below this parity. Dealers and con- 
sumers in all quarters are said to 


be well covered and there seems to be 
little, if any, question as to the de- 
creasing consumption of the bark. 

Keener interest has centered in sas- 
safras, the usual seasonable demand 
having been stimulated by the effect of 
the publicity given to the virtue of the 
bark as an obesity cure. The prin- 
cipal sales have been within the range 
of 12@l5c., which represents the more 
desirable grades. For an ordinary 
quality llc. can be done, although for 
this description the country was re- 
ported firmer at 10%@llIc. 


The active extent of the seasonable 
demand has caused a material reduc- 
tion in available stocks of white pine 
bark and with country values firmer, 
spot prices have been established at 
44%4@6c. A sale of 1,000 pounds was re- 
ported at 4c. 

Southern prickly ash bark is prac- 
tically out of the market. Northern is 
in limited supply and one of the lead- 
ing holders would not shade 20c. 


Beans. 


The local market for vanilla remains 
without noteworthy development, the 
same measure of firmness apparently 
dominating, with the demand of gen- 
erally satisfactory proportions for the 
season. Of principal interest in the 
foreign situation is the outcome of the 
London auction on Wednesday, but the 
importance of this event so far as the 
general market is concerned, is mini- 
mized by the comparative lightness 
and not especially desirable quality of 
the offerings. These included 2,500 
pounds of firsts, 400 pounds of seconds, 
300 pounds of thirds and 700 pounds of 
fourths. According to our London 
correspondent, the good beans realized 
6d. 1s. decline, but according to ad- 
vices received in the trade the cheaper 
grades brought 1s. advance, an aver- 
age of 13s. 3d. being reported. Mail 
advices from the producing islands 
noted sales of 800 kilos of Mayottes at 
38@39 francs per kilo, as to quality, 
with offerings of head and tail lots at 
37% francs. Conditions governing the 
Mexican situation continue of rather 
bullish significance, curers reported to 
be paying steadily advancing values 
for green cuttings, some of the advices 
naming up to $4.50 silver. Local deal- 
ers still find little incentive to operate 
at prevailing primary values for either 
Bourbons or Mexicans and this policy 
is likely to prevail until after the turn 
of the year, when generally depleted 
stocks may force them into the mar- 
ket for new supplies. Present holdings 
of Bourbons are especially light, and 
as practically nothing has been bought 


so far for shipment Mexicans will 
probably command the principal at- 
tention of buyers over the next few 
weeks. There was an arrival of 42 


cases of old Mexican beans for a lead- 
ing importing account during the week, 
The stock of old cuts in Mexico is said 
to be of little consequence. Some of 
the earlier curings of the new cuts may 


be received here next month. No va- 
riation is to be noted in spot prices, 
which are still below the primary 
parity. An arrival of 445 tins of 
Tahiti beans was reported at San 


Francisco, further advices stating that 
the prevalence of a good demand for

Essential Oils. 


Jobbing transactions are still the rule 
in this department, and the week’s de- 
velopments have been of a less interest- 
ing character. The peppermint situa- 
tion probably merits primary consider- 
ation, although no material change is 
to be noted in prevailing conditions. 
As the year nears its completion local 
dealers show more determination to 
withhold important negotiations for 
new crop supplies, regarding the turn 
of the year as of probably more ad- 
vantageous significance in breaking the 
deadlock which has existed between 
primary holders and dealers since the 
new crop became a factor. Some dif- 
ference of opinion, however, is noted in 
the local trade regarding country con- 
ditions. Reports have been current 
that all the oil in the West which has 
been subjected to the keenest selling 
pressure has been disposed of, but, on 
the other hand, we are advised that 
supplies have been more freely in evi- 
dence at $1.90 in the country, and the 
further statement is made that 8s. 
was the basis of an offer by a Western 
operator for a London account. A, good 
demand is reported in some spot quar- 
ters, with sales resulting at $2, and 
this figure now seems to be the rule. 
It is believed that in some favored in- 
stances the quotation might be shaded. 
Steady inquiries have been current for 
H. G. H. oil for export. For this va- 
riety $2.25@2.35 prevails. 

Among the Sicilian essences more 
interest has centered in orange, for 
which prices have been in the ascend- 
ant. This tendency finds its explana- 
tion in the duty question, to the in- 
fluence of which the market has been 
more susceptible with the clearing of 
the old stocks and the more serious 
consideration of operating for new sup- 
plies. While dealers are one in re- 
garding the $1 duty as unsound, con- 
siderable delay may be experienced in 
having the question adjudicated, and 
in the meantime all importations will 
be subjected to this rate. As a tem- 
porary relief from this contingency, 
some local dealers are offering new 
crop goods for forward arrival at $1.60 
@1.65., exclusive of the duty. While 
$2 may be found acceptable on spot, 
the more general range is $2.10@2.25. 
There seems to be little incentive in 
the local trade to consider engagements 
for new crop lemon. For January de- 
livery of new oil 75c. has been named 
on spot, showing little change from 
the basis now in effect here. Berga- 
mot reflects rather an easy tendency 
for new crop shipment. Our corre- 
spondent in the primary market writes 
as follows:—

Palermo, Nov. 9, 1909. 

Trade in lemon oil has certainly not livened 
up during the last week, and the same dull 
strain of business which has been ruling of 
late continued to prevail. As the bulk of the 
available supply is now in strong hands, and 
the new pressing has not begun as yet, the 
dullness of the market continues not to have 
much influence on prices ruling’ over here, 


which remain generally unchanged and only 
a shade lower than we quoted last. It seems 
that, owing to the uncertainty ruling as regards 
the future course of the new season's manufac- 
ture of citrate of lime, the pressing season for 
oil of lemon, which is so intimately connected 
with the production of the other by-products, 
will be delayed this year. 

Oil of orange is generally unchanged, but in 
some districts the new pressing season has 
already begun, and for the new crop prices are 
somewhat stiffer than for spot goods. This is 
transferring also a little more firmness to the 
market for prompt parcels.

Flowers.

Valencia saffron is well sustained at 
$7.75@8 and late foreign advices note 
a firmer tendency. There are reports 
of further rejections of importations 
here as containing an excess of for- 
eign matter. 

Hungarian chamomiles have been in 
fair request, with more or less varia- 
tion noted in quotations, principally 
on the distinction of quality. The 
general range is 25@30c. 

Gums. 


Interest is still centered in the mar- 
ket for asafoetida, with the details of 
the London auction at hand. At the 
sale 41 cases were offered, for which 
competition was keen, buyers’ for 
American account being well repre- 
sented. There were nine cases of com- 
mon stony block which brought 20s. 
per cwt., while the greater part was 
of more desirable brownish almondy 
quality, realizing £9 2s. 64@£9 7s. 6d., 
which would work at about 35@43c. 
here. Doubt was expressed as to 
whether the cheaper offerings would 
meet the U. S. P. standard. There 
was a further arrival of 23 cases at 
London, Hamburg offered 1,250 kilos 
at the equivalent at 31%c., but the 
quality of the lot was not regarded 
with favor.

Our 
London correspondent cabled a slight- 
ly easier spot basis for Japan ounces 
at is. 7d. The refined camphor in bond 
here on October 31 amounted to 36,243 
pounds, against 17,865 pounds on the 
corresponding day of last ‘year. 

Chicle is generally firm with an im- 
proved inquiry for manufacturing ac- 
count noted.

entitled to free entry, as previously. 
Celery is firmer, however, at 16@18c. 
For dill 14@1l5c. prevails. Pumpkin is 
held at 11@1l4c. Desirable grades of

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Last week was a quiet one as far as 
the course of events in the industrial 
world was concerned and the situa- 
tion at large manufacturing centers 
has remained practically the same as 
last noted. Some of the leading indus- 
trial interests describe general busi- 
ness as seasonably quiet but, as there 
is usually a lull in trade just before 
the holiday season, no anxiety has 
been occasioned. The principal fea- 
tures of the fall season have now 
crystallized to such an extent that the 
captains of industry can afford to take 
a breathing spell. The extent of the 
advance in money rates is known, the 
movement of currency out and in is 
about at equilibrium, the crops are 
practically all harvested and there is 
no particular disposition to take a po- 
sition in the securities market until 
there is a more definite trend of 
events. Most of the great transporta- 
tion companies are finding use for 
their surplus rolling stock and a heavy 
movement of agricultural products is 
in progress from the South and West. 
The building trade continues active and 
there seems to be no end to new fields 
for construction purposes. Advices 
from the metal industries are more en- 
couraging, but there is more or less 
uncertainty surrounding the general 
market. Activity in the iron and steel 
trade is reported steady regardless of 
a slight falling off in the demand for 
pig iron. The absence of seasonable 
weather has hurt trade in the textile 
industry and dissatisfaction is ex- 
pressed in some quarters. The effect 
of low water is having a retarding in- 
fluence on business in the paper-mak- 
ing sections. A favorable feature 
which is prominent at the moment is 
the absence of heavy accumulations of 
manufactured products in first hands. 
In many descriptions a _ searcity of 
goods is noted for prompt shipment. 

The market for time money is quoted 
at 4%@5 per cent. for ninety days and 
44%@4% per cent. for six months. Call 
money on the Stock Exchange has 
ranged from 24%4@5 per cent., Friday’s 
closing being 4% per cent. The higher 
grades of mercantile paper are held at 
56@5% per cent, for choice four and six 
months’ single names, 54%@6 per cent. 
for others. Bar silver closed Friday 
at 50%c. Mexican dollars were 43@49c. 
In sterling exchange the rates for ac- 
tual business were $4.8750@4.8755 de- 
mand, $4.8795@4.8895 cables, and com- 
mercial bills $4.8234@4.835¢. 

Liquidation has been evidenced in 
the securities market and values of 
most of the leading issues have yield- 
ed under offerings. The aggregate vol- 
ume of trading was not unusually 
heavy and some of the largest interests 
appeared to be content to let the mar- 
ket rest on its own devices and await 
further developments. 

Application has been 
Stock Exchange to list $30,000,000 real 
estate first mortgage 4% per cent. 
bonds, due 1939, of Armour & Co., and 
$10,000,000 first mortgage 5 per cent. 
sinking fund bonds, due .1954, of the 
Corn Products Refining Company.

The 
capital stock of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany aggregates nearly $100,000,000, and 
the number of the shares outstanding 
1,000,000.

schooner Carleton Bell to Antone L. 
Sylvia; 650 do. do. from bark Platina 
to J. & W. R. Wing; 650 do. do. from 
schooner T. Towner to James F. Avery, 
New Bedford, and 400 do, do. from 
schooner John R. Manta to Joseph 
Manta, Provincetown; total 4,025 bar- 
rels.

Revised Statutes, pro- 
vides that special-tax payers must render their 
returns to the collector before the close of 
the month of commencing business, except in 
cases of sickness or absence. In case of the 
refusal or neglect by the taxpayer to render 
his return in accordance with this section of 
law, the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
is required to add 50 ner cent. to the tax due. 
3176, R. S.) This 50 per cent. is, 
therefore, added to the tax by reason of the 
failure of the taxpayer to render a_ timely 
return and not for failure to pay in time. 

“In reply to yvour second inquiry vou are 
advised that if a taxpayer refuses to file Forw 
11, the collector or any deputy collector should 
make the return according to the best infer 
mation he can obtain, in view of the pro- 
visions of section 3176. Revised Statutes, and 
report the taxpayer on the next assessment 
list for the assessment of the tax and 50 ver 
‘ent. nenalty. Tt will not be necessary that 
the collector or deputy should swear to the 
return prepared, 

“Answering vour third inquirv, you are in- 
formed that when the amount of tax and 
nenaltv is paid. the collector should issue the 
stamps and receipts as provided by law and 
r the same to the taxnaver. 
be borne in mind. however, that

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Misbranding of Cottonseed Meal. 


SHIPMENT OF A MEMPHIS CONCERN, IN- 
VOICED AS MEAL, FOUND TO CONTAIN 
50 PER CENT. HULLS—CONSIGNMENT 
CONDEMNED AS ADULTERATED— 
PRODUCT RETURNED ON 
PAYMENT OF COSTS. 

Washington, Nov. 26, 1909. 


The Board of Food and Drug Inspec- 
tion has promulgated a notice of judg- 
ment in a case based upon the adultera- 
tion and misbranding of cottonseed meal, 
found to contain cottonseed hulls. This 
is the first case of the kind to be brought 
under the new law, and the decision will 
no doubt attract much attention. The 
notice prepared by the board is as fol- 
lows :— 

“In accordance with the provisions of sec- 
tion 4 of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 
1906, and of regulation 6 of the rules and 
regulations for the enforcement of the act, 
notice is given that in the district court of the 
United States for the district of Indiana, in a 
proceeding of libel for seizure and condemna- 
tion of 600 sacks, more or less, of a cotton- 
seed product, purporting to be a cottonseed 
meal, shipped by the J. Lindsay Wells Com- 
pany, a corporation of Memphis, Tenn., from 
Tennessee to Indiana, in sacks which bore no 
labels, but which consignment was invoiced 
and sold as cottonseed meal, whereas, in fact, 
it contained approximately 50 per cent, of cot- 
tonseed hulls, wherein the United States was 
libelant and the said J. Lindsay Wells Com- 
pany was claimant, the cause having come on 
for hearing and the said claimant having ad- 
mitted the allegations of the libel, the court 
adjudged the product adulterated and mis- 
branded.”’ 

The consignment was condemned as be- 
ing adulterated under the Food and 
Drugs Act, but the goods were released 
to the Wells Company upon payment of 
costs aggregating $32.34 and the filing of a 
bond to the effect that the 385 sacks of 
cottonseed product should not be disposed 
of contrary to the provisions of the act. 
The shipment was made from Memphis 
last April,

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 
Chicago, Nov. 24, 1909. 

The market for ammoniates has taken an- 
other advance the past week, and the strong, 
active demand makes it evident that the time 
for anticipating a decline is not yet at hand. 
Buyers are averse to paying the high prices 
now being asked, and on this account there has 
been some sluggish period during the current 
week, but as the packers seem to have the 
logic of the situation on their side hones for a 
lower market are confined to the minds of only 
a few buyers. As was predicted last week. 
the market for dried blood has already reached 
the $3 mark for futures, and it would not be 


surprising to see spot stuff also at that figure 
before many days. Tankage is also strong, 
and some of the packers have gone so far as 
to put their price within 10c. per unit of the 
price asked for blood. Meals, however, are 
not especially active, though buyers would 
take raw bone very readily if they could se- 
cure it. 

DRIED BLOOD.—The market is higher and 
active at the advance, with prices being 
quoted firm and prospects for another increase 
within the near future. Both Chicago and 
Kansas City are quoting on practically the 
same basis, with November at $2.90. Decem- 
ber is held at $2.95, while January-February is 
quoted $3 flat. Sellers are able to quote only 
from day to day, as they are ignorant of what 
may take place in the way of advances at any 
time, 

TANKAGE.—For high-grade tankage there 

is an excellent demand, even though the price 
again has been advanced. Packers assert that 
the falling off in live stock receipts has forced 
them to advance the market, and this seems 
to be the main reason for the higher prices. 
The South is an active bidder for the high- 
grade stuff. It is generally quoted at $2.60 
and 10 for November, while December is at 
$2.65 and 10 and January, February and 
March $2.70@2.80 and 10, Chicago and Kansas 
City. Low grade, 7 and 15, November-De- 
cember, is $17 per ton, with January and Feb- 
ruary at $17.50. Crushed 9 and 20 is offered 
from small packers, 12 months’ production, 
around $2.50, but holders are generally asking 
for bids rather than making a regular stated 
price. Concentrated tankage is offered at 
2.80. 
CONCENTRATED SHEEP MANURE—Is 
held firm at $10 per ton, and the demand is 
again active, while the production is being 
sold well ahead. 


TRADE ITEMS. 


The Canada Linseed Oil Mills, Ltd., 
of Montreal, Canada, has purchased a 
site in Toronto, and it is understood 
will erect an oil mill there next year. 


The New Jersey Agricultural Ex- 
periment Stations of New Brunswick, 
have issued bulletin No. 223, in which 
the reports on the analyses and valua- 
tions of 498 samples of commercial fer- 
tilizers, fertilizer supplies, home mix- 
tures and special compounds are pub- 


lished. 


Consul Felix S. S. Johnson, of Ber- 
gen, reports that enamel paint has 
made great progress in Norway during 
the last five years, the result of which 
is the establishment of a Norwegian 
factory for the inanufacture of enamel 
paint with the purpose of supplying 
the home market. 


The Barium Production Company, of 
82 Beaver street, which mines and sells 
barium and its products, has made an 
assignment to Henry M. Ward. The 
company is a New York corporation, 
incorporated on December 19, 1907, with 
a capital stock of $50,000, E. Holloway 
Coe, president and treasurer. It con- 
trols a deposit of barium, and had a 
factory on Barren Island for grinding 


it. 


The American Linseed ball team 
opened the indoor basball season on 
Frday evening, November 26, with a 
game of ball at Hillside Park, Belle- 
ville, N. J., their contestants being the 
Mutual Belleville team. The game was 
a fast one and runs were piled up in 
quick succession. When the smoke of 
battle had cleared it was found that 
the Belleville team had emerged vic- 
torious by the close score of 27 to 26. 


White Lead Prohibition in France. 


After being accepted by the Senate, the 
bill for prohibiting the use of white lead 
in France was rejected by the Chamber 
and referred back to the Senate, on ac- 
count of the provisions relating to com- 
pensation for the manufacturers, em- 
ployes and workpeople. At the instance 
of the Minister of Labor a joint commit- 
tee of the Senate and Chamber was ap- 
pointed, which recommended postponing 
the operation of the bill for a pericd of 
five years, and the abolition of the _com- 
pensation clauses. The Minister of Labor 
has now issued a circular to the labor in- 
spectors announcing this postponement, 
and stating that the delay is for the pur- 
pose’ of bringing the interests of the 
manufacturers into line with the require- 
ments of hygiene and of the works. The 
inspectors are advised to make manufac- 
turers aware of the terms of the new law 
and to remind them of same periodically, 
so that when it actually comes into force, 
the parties may be prepared. It is stated, 
however, by the Farben Zeitung that 
the manufacturers hope to get the law 
rescinded in the interim.

This location is 400 feet 
northeast of No. 12 and is the best pro- 
ducer found in that locality for many 
months. 








Another fine producer has been added 
to the Lawrence county, IIl., field by 
the drilling in by the Bridgeport Oil 
Company of their No. 6 on the R. M. 
Kirkwood farm, section 13. The oil 
pay in this well was found at 1,775 feet 
in the Tracy sand, and it produced 550 
barrels. 


In the Galbreath pool, Columbiana 
county, Ohio, the Duncan Oil Company 
has completed No. 13 on the Mrs, Gal- 
breath farm and has a 25-barrel pro- 
ducer. In the same district George 
Beamy has completed his No. 9 on 
the Daniel Bartges farm, and has a 
very light show of oil. 


The October production of the Cali- 
fornia fields amounted to 4,969,800 bar- 
rels, a gain of 165,350 barrels over the 
September output. The aggregate for 
the ten months of the year reaches 
47,257,650 barrels and at this rate the 
total for 1909 may exceed that for 1908 
by at least 8,000,000 barrels. 


The week’s summary of operations 
in the fields of West Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky and 
Illinois shows 256 completions, 59 dry 
holes and 10,651 barrels of new produc- 
tion. For the previous week were re- 
corded 244 completions, 53 dry holes 
and 11,448 barrels of new production. 


In the Applegate pool, in Petty town- 
ship, Lawrence county, IIll., the Coch- 
ran Oil and Gas Company’s No. Il 
well on the J. H. Klinger farm, sec- 
tion 18, was much larger than at first 
reported, the production the first 
twenty-four hours being now stated as 
1,775 barrels, making it the largest pro- 
ducer yet found in the Applegate-King 
pool, 


Huffman, Hull & Reese have com- 
pleted their first well on the Samp- 
son McGilbary 140 acres, in section 
29-18-12, south line of the Taneha ex- 
tension of the Glenn pool, the initial 
production being a little better than 
200 barrels. Four rigs are up, and as 
the lines have been pretty well drilled 
quite a number of offsets will be drilled 
at once, 


Near Scottown, Ludlow township, 
Washington county, Ohio, the Produc- 
ers and Refiners Oil Company’s test on 
the Robert Cawley farm through the 
first Cow Run sand has a duster. In 
the same locality Clark & Shaffer’s No. 
6 on the S. Graham farm into the Big 
Injun was rated as a probable 25-bar- 
rel producer from that level. The Mar- 
vin Oil Company’s test on the W. Burk- 
hart farm produced 50 barrels a day. 


At Martin’s Ferry, Belmont county, 
Ohio, Dr. M. C. Egbert & Son have 
drilled a wildcat on the Albert Delaney 
farm into the Big Injun and have a 
show for a good producer. The well 
was given a shot and after it was 
cleaned out, began to flow by heads. 
No tankage had been provided and no 
authentic gauge has been taken. This 
is the first well so far north to get 
production in paying quantities in the 
Big Injun formation. 


In the .deep sand territory, South- 
eastern Ohio, the following wells are 
producing fifty or more barrels a 
day-Purvis & Martin No, 2, Zortman, 
sixty barrels; Bremen Oil Company No, 
1, Nettie Myers, 105 barrels; Bremen 
Gas and Oil Company No. 1, H. H. 
Elosser, 100 barrels; No. 1, J. W. Huf- 
ford, seventy barrels; Carter Oil Com- 
pany Nos. 1, 2 and 3, Stemen, 220 bar- 
rels, and Planet Oil Company Nos. 11 
and 12, H. C. Brison, 180 barrels. 


On Middle Island Creek, Lincoln dis- 
trict, Tyler county, W. Va., the Pure 
Oil Company’s No. 5 on the J. C. Kile 
farm was reported flowing at the rate 
of 200 barrels a day from the Keener 
sand. The location of this well is in 
advance of developments and it looks 
favorable for an extension to the old 
field. In the same district the Melrose 
Oil and Gas Company’s No. 3 on the 
J. H. Meredith farm was considered 
promising for a 50-barrel producer in 
the Keener sand. On Dry run, Lin- 
coln district, the Swisher Oil Com- 


pany has completed its No. 3 on the 
Samuel Hissam farm and has a 100- 
barrel producer in the Big Injun sana.

The death at the same hour on No- 
vember 21 is reported of Armstead B. 
Baxter, an oil and gas magnate, and 
of James Callahan, a wealthy retired 
oil producer, both of Pittsburgh. They 
were former partners in the oil in- 
dustry, in which they were said to be 
among the pioneers and were widely 
known in oil circles throughout the 
country. 


On Pyles Fork, Mannington district, 
Marion county, West Virginia, Bon- 
nell & Co.’s test on the John Hopkins 
farm is good for 150 barrels a day from 
the 30-foot sand. On State Road Fork, 
in the same district, the Burt Oil Com- 
pany’s test on the Bazil Wells farm is 
producing 550 barrels a day. On Fur- 
bee run, a branch of Pyles Fork, Man- 
nington district, Bonnell & Co. have 
drilled their test on the John Hopkins 
farm into the thirty-foot sand and the 
well produced 175 barrels the first 


twenty-four hours. This location is 
about two miles north of the Burt Oil 
Company’s gusher on Bazil Wells’ 


farm. 

A dispatch from Austin, Texas, re- 
ports the filing there of two applica- 
tions in the Twenty-sixth District 
Court for postponement of the date 
of sale of the Waters-Pierce Oil Com- 
pany property. The sale is set for De- 


cember 7. One of the applications is 
by A. W. Clem and H. M. Clem, of 
Dallas, and the other by the Clems- 


Ballard Oil Company, of Dallas. The 
petitioners in both cases allege that 
they have filed suits in the district 
court of Dallas against Robert J, Eck- 
hardt as receiver of the Waters-Pierce 
Oi! Company to recover about $800,000 
due them. The petitioners allege that 
it will be impossible to collect any 
judgment that may be _ recovered 
against the company if the sale is 
made now. The court has not yet taken 
action on the application. 


There is a gradual decline in the pro- 
duction of the largest wells in the 
Shinnston pool, Harrison county, Va., 
and no new wells of magnitude have 
been brought to counteract this de- 
cline. A late gauge of the larger 
producers was as_ follows:—Phila- 
delphia Company Nos. 1 to 6, 
Benjamin Anderson, 1,000 barrels; 
Nos. 2 and 3, Thomas L. Swiger, 500 
barrels; South Penn Oil Company Nos. 
1 to 4, Minnie Anderson, 280 barrels; 
No. 4, J. E. Janes, 500 barrels; No. 1, 
T. B. Martin, 485 barrels; No. 1, M. A. 
Whiteman, 485 barrels; No. 1, Dora 
Bartlett, 280 barrels, and No. 1, J. B. 
Swiger, 835 barrels. The total produc- 
tion of the formation is now under 
5,000 barrels a day. The east side of 
the development has not been fully de- 
fined and some new work is being 
started to determine the possibilities 
of an extension in that direction.

ANNUAL CONVENTION AT PHILADEL- 
PHIA, 

Philadelphia, Nov. 20, 1909. 

The progress of legislation looking to 

the throwing of additional safeguards 

about the manufacture of non-alcoholic, 

carbonated beverages, thereby insuring 


their purity, was the principal issue re- 
ported and discussed at the fourth annual 
convention of the National Manufacturers 
of Soda Water Flavors, which came to 
a close this afternoon. The convention 
opened yesterday, the sessions being held 
in the “Blue Room” of the Bellevue- 
Stratford Hotel. This association, com- 
posed of twenty-six of the largest manu- 
facturers of bottled soda water flavors 
in the United States, was formed in 106, 
shortly after the passage of the Pure 
Food and Drugs Act, and since then its 
members have been active in the inter- 
ests of legislation which would tend to 
the production of pure carbonated bever- 
ages by their members, as well as those 
of allied industries.

CHEMICAL MARKET. 


Our quotations are those of manufacturers 
and importers for original packages and large 
sots. Buyers of small quantities must expect 
to pay an advance on these figures, The prices 
quoted are tnose prevailing in the New York 
narket unless otherwise specified.

Saturday Noon, Nov. 27, 1909. 
A holiday feeling has been prevalent 
in the week’s chemical market, and, 
aside from routine happenings, the or- 
der of events has been limited. From 


what can be learned, the general con- 
tract movement is progressing steadily 


and the month’s shipments are de- 
scribed as well up to the seasonable 
average. Recent heavy importations of 


many leading descriptions have had no 
perceptible influence on prices, and new 
goods, as a rule, have found ready 
sources of distribution. The demand 
for bleach has shown no abatement and 
local supplies have remained at an ex- 
ceedingly low level. Domestic pro- 
ducers appear to be the only sellers 
of spot, and their views are materially 
higher than the regular contract prices. 
Considerable interest is manifested in 
the outcome of an appraiser’s decision 
on brimstone. Recent importations 
from Japan are now being considered 
by the Board of Appraisers and the 
trade is anxious to know whether they 
are to be classified as crude or re- 
fined. The upward tendency in the cop- 
per metal market has influenced higher 
prices in blue vitriol. Chloride of ba- 
rium is easier on spot owing to freer 
offerings and the absence of import- 
ant consuming demand. Some descrip- 
tions are offered as low as $34.25, but 
prime goods command $34.75. Oxalic 
acid is lower under freer offerings and 
the market presents an unsettled ap- 
pearance. Tin oxide has advanced in 
sympathy with higher metal prices. 
White arsenic is held at slightly higher 
prices on spot, but business continues 
light and no heavy transactions have 
been recorded. A detailed market re- 
port of the principal items of chemical 
interest is indicated below, also a sum- 
mary of the Liverpool and London 
chemical markets. 


Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The in- 
terval has occasioned comparatively 
little of new interest to this item, Cur- 
rent shipments are reported steady, but 
the movement is largely confined to 
outstanding contracts, Inquiries have 
shown no unusual activity, and new 
business is said to be mostly routine. 
Values are uniformly steady at ic. for 
bulk, 1.10c, for kegs f. 0. b. works, and 
an advance of .20c all around for goods 
delivered in this section, less usual dis- 
count terms, 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The local 
market has received no material re- 
lief from the recent heavy importations 
from Antwerp and Liverpool, and the 
local scarcity of spot goods has caused 
a further advance in prices. Domestic 
producers appear to be the only sellers 
of spot goods, and moderate quantities 
are the best obtainable from’ these 
sources. Spot is now held at 1.75@2.50c. 
for small lots of standard makes, ac- 
cording to seller, brand and terms of 
sale. Car lots of English are held at 
1.25c. for prompt shipment from abroad, 
German is quoted at 1.20c. for delivery 
next year. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—An active demand 
is reported for contract shipments, and 
all the leading consuming industries 
appear to be taking their full quota of 
goods. Domestic production is sold 
well ahead and additional offerings 
have been moderate. Export inquiries 
have shown a slight increase and fair 
consignments have been booked for 
various ports throughout South Amer- 
ica. Prices may be repeated at 1.75@ 
1.80c. on the basis of 60 per cent, for 
70@74 per cent. and 60 per cent. at 185 
@c. Car lots are available from 1.72%c. 
to 1.82%c., according to test. Powdered 
is quoted at 2%@3c., as to test, quality 
and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—The market continues 
firm on the basis of previous quota- 
tions, but there is practically nothing 
new in the situation to report. The cur- 
rent demand is active and production 
is finding ready sources of distribu- 
tion. Makers quote .40@.42c., according 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—There is a moderate run 
of new inquiries for prompt and nearby 
shipments and a steady movement on 
outstanding contracts. The market, 
however, is devoid of new feature and 
values are unchanged at former levels. 
Makers quote .60c. and up f. o. b, for 
barrels, less the usual discount terms, 
Spot lots of concentrated are available 
on the basis of 1%c, and up, according 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 
~-SODA ASH.—The consuming demand 
eontinues active and the market re- 
fiects a steady tone with additional 
sales noted both for prompt and future 





delivery. Manufacturing consumers 
are drawing freely on contracts and 
the aggregate movement for the month 
is reported of satisfactory proportions. 
Light 58 per cent. in bags is quoted at 
77c. in car lots, and less than car lots 
up to 92%c., on the basis of 48 per cent. 
Barrels are held at 82%c.@$1, as to 
quantity. 
Acids, 

ACETIC.—A fair demand is noted for 
small lots representing actual require- 
ments, but there is little new business 
reported in a large way either for spot 
or future wants. The month’s contract 
movement is described as well up to the 


seasonable average. Spot goods in bar- 
rels are held at 2.474%4@2.62%c. for 28 
degrees. The inside figure is for car 
lots. 


MURIATIC.—Aside from regular con- 
tract deliveries, there is little of new 
interest to note in the week’s market. 
Recent isquiries for export have been 
productive of moderate sales, but addi- 
tional business, at best, is reported 
moderate. Spot goods are quoted at 
1.15c. and up for 18 degrees, according 
to quantity and seller. 

NITRIC.—Light trading continues to 
characterize the market and the situa- 
tion presents a comparatively tame ap- 
pearance. Prices are sustained regard- 
less of the low price of crude materials, 
but consumers show little inclination 
to operate in excess of current require- 
ments. Spot goods are held at 3%@ 
4l44c. for 36 degrees, depending on seller 
and quantity. 

OXALIC.—The market has followed 
the course intimated in our last report 
and prices are lower. Sales during the 
week have been reported at 7%4c. and 
offerings have been rather free at that 
price. The demand for current require- 
ments is reported fairly active but 
consumers are withholding extensive 
operations pending further develop- 
ments, 

SULPHURIC.—There has been a 
steady movement on existing contracts 
and the market has maintained its firm 
position without change in values. The 
demand for additional lots is reported 
fair and dealers express satisfaction 
with current trade conditions. Makers 
quote $1 for 66 degrees, and 90c, for 60 
degrees. 

TARTARIC.—Dealers report a some- 
what better inquiry and, although no 
large sales could be traced, an increase 
is noted in small transactions which 
in the aggregate are quite satisfactory. 
The market is uniformly steady at 
the former trading level. Dealers quote 
24%@25e. for crystals and 24%@25\c. 
for powdered, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. Cream of tar- 
tar is held on the basis of 21%@22c. for 
erystals, and 22@22%c, for powdered, 
as to quantity, seller and terms of sale, 
Kegs of both varieties are held at 4c. 
higher, 

Miscellaneous, 

ACETATE OF LIME.—Recent inqui- 
ries from abroad have been productive 
of freer export shipments and the mar- 
ket has reflected a slightly more ani- 


mated condition. Domestic contract 
shipments are reported steady and 
former values are fully’ sustained. 


Gray is held at 1.87%@1.92%c., accord- 
ing to quantity. 

ALUM.—The consuming demand for 
manufacturing purposes has shown no 
relaxation, and a steady movement is 
reported in progress. The market is 
firm but without change. Spot goods 
command 1.75@2c. for lump, 1.85@2c. 
for ground, and 3@4c. for powdered, as 
to quantity, dealer and terms of sale. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—There has been 
little or no new feature to this market 
during the interval. Business, while 
of seasonable proportions, is more or 
less routine in character and confined 
to necessary small quantities. Dealers 
ask 4%c. for drums and 5%c. for car- 
boys in car lots for 26 degrees. Small 
quantities command the usual pre- 
mium., 

ARSENIC.—The local market is 
slightly firmer on spot but shipments 
are quoted at former prices. The cur- 
rent movement is confined almost en- 
tirely to standing contracts and the 
larger consumers show no apparent in- 
terest in market conditions, Domestic 
producers appear satisfied to dispose 
of their goods at current prices and 
foreign sellers simply have to fol- 
low suit. Spot goods in car lots are 
available at 2%c. Smaller quantities 
command from 3c. up to 3%c., accord- 
ing to quantity, brand and seller. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The market has 
responded to the advance in the metal 
and business throughout the week has 
shown increased activity. Recent in- 
quiries have embraced both prompt and 
future shipments and a fair run of 
orders is said to have been placed. 
Prime goods at the close were offered 
from 4 to 4.25c., according to seller and 
quantity. 

BRIMSTONE.—The trade is awaiting 
with interest the final announcement 
of the Board Appraisers as to whether 
the recent importations of Japanese 
sulphur are to be classified as refined 
or crude. The importations have not 
been heavy but the principal involved 


is of considerable importance. Market 
conditions are without change. A 
steady demand is reported and the 


month's sales are described as satis- 
factory. Current prices extend from 
$22 to $22.50 per ton, according to point 
of delivery.

On or about January 1, 1910, C. H. Mark- 
ham, vice-president of the Gulf Pipe Line 
Company since its organization three years 
ago, and also vice-president of the J. M. Guf- 
fey Petroleum Company, with headquarters at 
Beaumont, will go to Pittsburgh, to become 
first vice-president of both companies, and 
vice-president of the Gulf Refining Company. 
F. A. Leovy, formerly Mr. Markham’s assist- 
ant at Beaumont, but for the past three years 
in charge of the operations of the Gulf Pipe 
Line Company in Oklahoma, and occupying 
the office of vice-president of the Gulf Pipe 
Line Company of Oklahoma, since its incor- 
poration a few months ago, will succeed Mr. 
Markham at Beaumont. C. C. Barry, former- 
ly auditor of the Houston and Texas Central 
and Houston East and West Texas railroads, 


and Drug Reporter.) 


takes Mr. Leovy’s place in Oklahoma, with 
headquarters at Tulsa. 

The Gulf Pipe Line Company, J. M. Guffey 
Petroleum Company and Gulf Refining Com- 


pany embrace the important oil interests of 
the Mellons of Pittsburgh—Messrs. A. W., R. 
B. and W. L.—constituting, respectively, the 
pipe line, producing and refining branches of 
the extensive oil business built up and con- 
trolled by the Mellons. Another corporation, 
the Gypsy Oil Company, represents the pro- 
ducing end of their interests in the Oklahoma 
oil fields, holding producing property of greater 
developed capacity than any other concern in 
the State. The J. M. Guffey Petroleum Com- 
pany confines its operations to Texas. 

Mr. Markham has been with the Mellon in- 
terests for more than five years. In that pe- 
riod the Texas and Louisiana oil fields reached 
the zenith of their productiveness. In 1906 
the opening of the Glenn pool, south of Tulsa, 
Okla., offered an abundant supply of high- 
grade crude oil, suitable for refining, and the 
Mellon interests organized the Gulf Pipe Line 
Company, and, under Mr. Markham’s direc- 


tion, laid an 8-inch trunk pipe line from this 
point (the Glenn pool) to the large refinery 
of the Gulf Refining Company at Port Arthur, 
a distance of 454 miles. This work was ac- 
complished and oil was being pumped through 
the line in eight months from the day that 
construction started. At present over 20,000 
barrels a day of Oklahoma crude are being 
delivered through this line to Port Arthur, 
where it is manufactured at the Gulf refin- 
ery into various commercial products and 
shipped by tank car to interior points along 
the Gulf Coast and by the company’s tank 
steamers to Atlantic coast and foreign ports. 
This refinery has a capacity of 500,000 barrels 
a month, and is the largest in the Southwest. 

Before taking charge of the Mellons’ pro- 
ducing and pipe line interests in ‘Texas, 
Louisiana and Oklahoma, Mr. Markham was 
vice-president and general manager of the 
Harriman lines on the Pacific coast, with 
headquarters at San Francisco, to which post 
he was appointed after having successfully ad- 
ministered the same office in connection with 
the Harriman lines in Texas. His advance- 
ment to a place of greater responsibility and 
wider influence as the active executive head 
of the Mellon oil interests is regarded as a 
fitting recognition of his successful manage- 
ment of the business intrusted to his care 
during the past five years. 

Mr. Leovy has been with 
companies nearly six years, and 
last three years has handled the many de- 
tails of the business in Oklahoma in a manner 
which has brought him substantial promotion.

Mid-Continent Petroleum Field 
Quiet. 

Independence, Kan., Nov. 23, 1909. 
It is very quiet in the mid-continent field at 


the Guffey-Gulf 


during the 


this time. Interest in the Hamilton Switch 
wells has subsided pending the completion of 


new holes. There are a number of new rigs 
being built in that district and there is pros- 
pect of a large amount of future work. Since 
the rains many wells that have been idle at 
Haskell have resumed drilling, and in the 
northern part of Oklahoma the chief interest 
is in the development and marketing of gas. 
There is a lively contest for a franchise in 
St. Louis: between the Barnsdall, Noble and 
local interests. Outside of these features the 


Oklahoma field is quiet. 

The production of the four wells at Hamilton 
Switch now is about 1,200 barrels a day, It 
was up to over 3,000 barrels a day when the 
wells were new three weeks ago. The Pro- 
ducers well, which made 1,600 barrels at first, 
is now the smallest of the number, making 
about 200 barrels a day. It is now tubed and 
pumping. There is no reason to be excited 
over this pool or to feel gloomy over it. To 
be sure there water in the lower sand, but 
it is not necessary to drill to it. It is 14 feet 
below the pay. There are now eight wells 
drilling at the Switch. 

The test well on the Rentie land in 7-14-15, 
three miles south of the Coody well at Haskell, 
is down 1,700 feet, and no showing of oil or 
gas. It is contracted to be drilled 2,400 feet, 
but it is not known if the contract will be car- 
ried out. The well is being drilled by Crimmin 
& Roesen. It looks now like a failure. 

Locations have been made for a number of 
additional tests at Hamilton Switch. The re- 
cent rains have made it possible to resumé 
operations in the south end of the field. It is 
estimated that it costs $9,500 to $10,000 to drill 
and fully equip a well at Hamilton, and this 
»rice will not permit of very many fishing 
jobs. Each well there demands about four 
1,600-barrel tanks, and this estimate includes 
that number. 

The Prairie Oil and Gas Company has 
brought in several more good wells on its leases 








in the Delaware shallow sand pool. No. 60 
on the Security lease, in 27-27-16, started off 
the first day at 150 barrels. It had 35 feet of 
sand. It looks as if the pool at this point runs 


northwest and southeast and pinches off to the 
east from this well. The Prairie’s No, 16 on 
the Amanda Wilson in the same section, made 
272 barrels the first 24 hours, These are two 
fine pieces of property. It was thought at the 
time the Prairie hought the Security lease from 
Dr. Weber it paid a big price for it, but there 
are very few better producing properties than 


this, and one of its beauties is that it is so 
cheaply operated. The Prairie has also com- 
pleted its No. 68 on the Security lease in the 
western part of 27. It is a freak well. Sur- 


rounded by large producers and next the Mark- 
ham Fiester lease, it only started off at 40 
barrels. Jt is one of those unexpected happen- 


ings in the oil development business which 
eannot be explained. The company’s No. 23, 
on the Frank Tanner lease, in 35-27-16, is 
credited with 130 barrels the first day. This 
is the last well on that tract. It is also a 
fine piece of producing property. 


The Prairie Oil and Gas Company has a lo- 
cation for No. 6 on the Lucy Brown in 34-18-12, 
North Glenn pool, It is down 1,000 feet in its 
test on the Peggy Woodward land, in 11-14-17. 
This is a little over two miles due west of the 
old deep sand pool at Muskogee. There is a 
75-barrel well on the Willie Harjo land, 1,000 
feet southwest of this test, and, judging from 
the tests southwest and west, the pool, if there 
is one there, extends to the northwest, and 
this well ought to catch it. The sand is ex- 
pected at 1,250 feet. 

Pr. D. McConnell has completed his fourth 
well on the A, C. Burnett land in 7-26-13, in 
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the Bartlesville district. It was shot and 
started off at 100 barrels a day. 

Down in the shallow sand about midway be- 
tween Alluwe and Chelsea the Chelsea Oil 
and Gas Company has begun the development 
of a new lease, known as the Betsy Fogg land, 
in 35-25-16. Three wells have been drilled, 
and they are good for 60 barrels each initial 
production This is rich stuff for wells that 
cost only a song to drill. In 2-25-16 the Mor- 
ris Development Company, on the Geo. Morris 
land, has drilled two wells, and they are 
classed as 30-barrel producers. 

Litchfield & Sharp, who are engaged in drill- 
ing up the inside locations on their Zeke Moore 
lease, in 8-17-12, one of the early leases in 
the old Glenn pool, have completed No. 23 on 
the second tract and have a 50 barrel pumper. 
These wells do not compare with those on the 
outer edge when the pool was first being de- 
veloped 

The Spring Oil Company, owned by Al Shul- 
this and associates, and located on the Ada 
Littlehead tract, in 28-18-12, north Glenn pool, 
has drilled in No, 1 on the second piece and 
has a 50-barrel well, In 29-18-12 Hull & Reese 


have drilled in their first well on the S, Me- 
Gilbray and have a 100-barrel producer. This 
is the lease which was in contest so long. No. 


1 well was drilled to the top of the sand a year 
ago, and was not drilled in until the contest 
was settled. There are several other wells 
drilling on this tract. It is surrounded by 
g00d wells and is regarded as a valuable piece 
of property. 

In the Morris pool the Decem Oil Company 
has drilled in its No. 11 on the F. B. Stem 
property, in 28-15-14 It is a pumping prop- 
osition, but made 100 barrels the first day. 

In the Claggett pool, northeast of Nowata, 
the Eclipse Oil Company has completed Nos. 
8 and 9 on the Dolly Gray, in 2-26-16, The 
former is good for 100 barrels and the latter 
for 90 barrels. No. 8, on the Johnson farm, 
in the same section, is a 50barrel pumper, 
and the Northwestern well on the Randall, in 
the same section, is good for 100 barrels. 

It will be but a short time until all that 
the producers of the mid-continent field have 
been praying for the last three years will have 


been realized—and then there will be nothing 
to talk about, maybe. Practically all difficul- 
ties with the Interior Department have been 


Wiped out with Statehood. The domestication 
of an Oklahoma company by the Standard and 
the transfer of government permit to construct 
a pipe line to the Gulf will give the field an- 
other line south within a few months, when it 
is believed all the output of the field will be 
taken care of. But as usual, just as it seems 
as if all the clouds have rolled away a new 
obstacle turns up. This time it is a success- 
ful suit to dissolve the Standard Oj] Com- 
pany. Many producers are asking what ef- 
fect this will have on the situation, and they 
are more or less worried,

The anticipation of the holiday some- 
what unsettled the trade early in the 
week, and the realization of it added 
to the general quietness at the end. 
Nevertheless, while no further sharp 
advances were noted during the inter- 
val, the market maintained its previous 
extremely firm position, and a number 
of the chemical ammoniates that have 
been dull and routine for some time 
have again taken on some little addi- 
tional activity. In Chicago the abat- 
toir products were without materiai 
change, but the packers still have un- 
disputed possession of the field. Their 
offerings of late have been extremely 
light, and while the buyers, on the 
other hand, are also buying light 
amounts it is not because of the fact 
that they have sufficient material at 
hand to meet their needs. Those who 
are still uncovered continue to hold off 
and await developments and appar- 
ently do not feel disposed to face the 
music. The smaller factories in the 
South are reported to have covered 
early in the season, and their pur- 
chases consequently look to be excel- 
lent bargains when compared with the 
present asking prices of the packers. 
On the other hand, a number of the 
large Southern interests are stated to 
be still uncovered. Fish scrap, coinci- 
dent with the high prices of other am- 
moniates, is again slightly firmer, but 
there is sufficient material at hand to 
answer the immediate needs of the 
trade at least. Nitrate or soda is again 
higher and consuming trade, who have 
been holding off for some time, are 
now showing more disposition to cover. 
Detailed reports of the principal mar- 
kets follow:— 

Ammontiates,. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—AIll of 
the markets are reported as being 
quiet and lacking in exceptional buying 
interest, and there appears to be a dis- 
position on the part of the fertilizer 
trade to await developments. The ac- 
tive buying season this year will un- 
doubtedly commence at a very late 
date. Advices from Manchester state 
that the trade in sulphate has been 
very quiet, but although in some dis- 
tricts prices are reported as a little 
weaker the feeling in the northwest of 
England seems better, and the values 
slightly improved at about £11 5s. As 
the season for buying approaches it is 
possible that higher prices may be es- 
tablished, although no one appears to 
be anticipating any very rapid im- 
provement. The latest Glasgow ad- 
vices state that sulphate of ammonia 
is weak, particularly for forward posi- 
tions. For prompt delivery f. o. b. 
Leith and Glasgow £11@£11 7s. 6d. is 
asked. On the spot the previous quo- 
tations are repeated in a nominal way, 
but it is generally understood that pro- 
ducers are shading same when sales 
can be effected thereby. 

DRIED BLOOD.—Prices have  be- 
come so high that there is really but 
little business passing, notwithstand- 
ing the reports that a number of the 
large factories are still uncovered. 
The packers are, however, still in un- 
disputed possession of the field and are 
limiting their offerings to extremely 
small lots of prompt material. The 
week, broken by a holiday, was a 
rather routine one, and prices may be 
said to be without nominal change, 
with prompt shipments quoted at 
about $2.90 on the Chicago basis for 
high-grade material. 

FISH SCRAP.—With the season 
now over—the steamers in the Chesa- 
peake having ceased oOperations—the 
market is becoming more and more 
firm. There is reported to be a large 
quantity of material in the hands of 
the factories, but owing to the present 
high prices of tankages and all sorts 
of ammoniates holders are in a posi- 
tion to maintain prices firmly. Dried 
scrap is held at $2.70 and 10 f. o. b. 
fish works; wet acidulated is firmer at 
$2.25@2.35 and 35; imported ground fish 
guano at $2.95 and 10. Recent arrivals 
of the last named products at South- 
ern ports of late have been quite ex- 
tensive. 

TANKAGE.—The packers continue 
to hold on to their stocks and the of- 
ferings of late have been extremely 
light. While there is an active in- 
quiry from the South, buyers are not 
taking very large quantities, as it is 
only natural that they should feel ill- 
disposed to pay the present asking 
prices of the packers. A number of 
the smaller factories covered their 
wants early in the season and their 
purchases look ' exceedingly ‘ cheap 
when compared with the present quo- 
tations. On the other hand it is 
ported that some of the large interests 
in the South are still uncovered. A 
detailed report of the Chicago market 
appears elsewhere. 
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NITRATE OF SODA.—A firmer tone 
is noted for the nitrate market at all 
of the important distributing centers, 
and buyers who have been holding off 
are now showing more disposition to 
stock up.

Baltimore, Nov. 26, 1909. 


The past week has been almost without 
change in the fertilizer trade. Quotations 
are well sustained, and the range of prices 
is so high as to cause the manufacturers to 
hold off in the hope, though not in the ex- 
pectation, that an easing off will take place. 
This tendency has been especially noticed 
down South, where the buyers have shown 
a marked outward indifference concerning 
stocks. This, however, has not influenced 
the packers in the least, and they are ad- 
hering as firmly to the quotations as though 
the demand was very brisk. It has happened 
before that between the high prices asked 
by the holders of fertilizer ingredients and 
the reluctance of the manufacturers to pay 
them, the active buying season was deferred 
until January 1, but the manufacturers were 
ultimately compelled to get stocks, and meet 
the terms of the holders. Whether the period 
of delay will be as long as this season is 
of course a matter of conjecture. For the 
present the movement is limited. 

FISH SCRAP.—The fish situation has set- 
tled down to something like quiet. No 
new fish are coming into the market, and the 
stocks of scrap now at the factories are 
being held firmly at the advanced prices. 
The range of values is perhaps a shade 
higher than it was last week; at least the 
quotations are, if anything, even firmer, and 
no disposition is evinced to make conces- 
sions. The quotations are still $2.75 and 10 
or a shade opetter, and all the indications 
point to a still further advance. Fish oil 
is equally firm, sales being made at 25%c. a 
gallon, f. o. b. factory. Just how much of 
this season’s fish and oil yield remains un- 
sold cannot be determined, but there appears 
to be no prospect of an easier market.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Aleohol Medicinal Preparation, 


The merchandise under protest consisted 
of so-called guaiacol carbonate. It was 
returned for duty as a medicinal prepara- 
tion in the preparation of which alcohol is 
used, at the rate of 55 cents per pound 
under paragraph 67 of the tariff act of 
1897, but it was claimed to be dutiable 
under paragraph 68 at 25 per cent. ad 
valorem as a medicinal preparation, non- 
alcoholic, or under paragraph 15 at 2 
per cent. ad valorem as a Coa] tar prapa- 
ration by the Meyer Brothers Drug Com- 
pany of St. Louis. - 

The only evidence offered by the im- 
porters was an extract of a letter from 
the shippers to the effect that alcohol 
Was not used in the preparation of the 
article under consideration and also a let- 
ter from their chemist to the same effect. 
They had therefore, in the Board’s opin- 
ion, no force or effect in deciding the 
question at issue. The surveyor’s classi- 
fication stood presumptively correct. Note 
Abstract 334 (T. D. 25000), wherein like 
merchandise was held for duty as here 
ussessed, 

The protest was therefore overruled, 


Osmiridium, 


The merchandise in question was re- 
turned by the appraiser as a chemical 
salt and duty was assessed thereon at the 
rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 3 of the tariff act of 1897. It 
was further reported by the appraiser to 
consist of platinum black or platinum 
monoxide, a combination of platinum and 
oxygen. Eimer & Amend claimed free 
entry under paragraph 642 of said act 
as platinum unmanufactured, or under 
paragraph 183 at 20 per cent. ad valorem 
as a metallic mineral substance in a crude 
state. 

A sample of the merchandise was sub- 
mitted to the chemist at the port of New 
York for analysis and based upon his evi- 
dence the board found the merchandise 
to be osmiridium, a naturall formed 
combination of osmium and iridium, and 
on the authority of Abstract 11703 (T. D. 
27409) held it free of duty either under 
paragraph 583 or 630, but inasmuch as 
these claims were not made in the pro- 


test, the board was obliged to overrule 
the protest without affirming the action 
of the collector. 


Glae. 


The merchandise was described in the 
protest as ‘‘Russian rapid adhesive glue.”’ 
The special report of the appraiser stated 
that it is composed in chief value of dex- 
trin, and the collector therefore levied 
duty under paragraph 286, tariff act of 
1897, which provides for ‘dextrin, burnt 
starch, gum substitute, or British gum.’’ 
The importers, John Dunn, Jr., & Co., of 
Philadelphia, claimed that it was a vege- 
table glue, and should be classified under 
paragraph 3 as a chemical compound. 

The case was submitted on the custom- 
house papers, and a perusal of the record 
did not warrant the board in disturbing 
the collector’s classification. The protest 
was overruled, 


Gingerine. 


The merchandise in question consisted 
of gingerine. It was returned as a me 
dicinai preparation, and duty was as- 
sessed thereon at the rate of 25 per cent. 
ad valorem, under paragraph 68 of the 
tariff act of 1897. Gustav Martin, of Bos- 
ton, claimed that the merchandise was 
dutiable under paragraph 20 of said act 
at 4 cent per pound and 10 per cent. ad 
valorem as a drug advanced in value or 
condition, 

The question raised is identical with 
that passed upon by the board in Ab- 
stract 19487 (T. D. 29193), on the authority of 
which the protest was sustained. 


Hylol-Solvent Naphtha. 


The merchandise under protest was de- 
scribed on the invoice as solvent naphtha, 
Duty was assessed thereon at the rate of 
20 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 
15 of the tariff act of 1897 as a coal tar 
preparation, and it was claimed by John 
Hampton, Jr., & Co., of Philadelphia, to 
be entitled to free entry under paragraph 
524 as xylol 

The claim was well taken, for the evi- 
dence showed that the merchandise under 
consideration is xylol, which is the chemi- 
cal name for solvent naphtha, 

The protest was sustained. 


Opium (Powdered). 


The merchandise in question consisted 
of fine and coarse powdered opium, both 
grades being capable of passing through 
sieves containing from twenty to eighty 
appertures to the square inch. Duty was 
assessed upon the merchandise at the 
rate of $1 per pound under paragraph 43 
of the tariff act of 1897, and it was 
claimed by the Mallinckrodt Chemical 
Works of St. Louis to be dutiable under 
paragraph 20 of said act at 4c. per pound 
and 10 per cent. ad valorem. 

On the authority of Mtrck vs. United 
States (151 Fed. Rep. 14; T. D. 2:i6s8) and 
Abstract 21721 (T. D. 29965) the board sus- 
tained the claim in the protest.

Contract holders are withdrawing sup- 
plies freely against old agreements and 
in addition to the usual good jobbing 
demand there is a fair number of in- 
quiries for new material, in most in- 
stances covering deliveries well into 
next year. The market for _ bichro- 
mates is now on a more steady basis 
than it has been for some time. Price- 
cutting is not as much in evidence as 
heretofore. The lower prices were the 
cause of considerable new interest, but 
few new contracts have been booked as 
consumers appear to have _ sufficient 
stock at hand to answer their imme- 
diate requirements. The corn products 
were lowered another ten points during 
the week the decline for the past two 
weeks being 35 points. Additional com- 
petition is generally thought to be the 
cause of the lower prices, as corn is 
high and the demand for starch and 
dextrine is good. Zine dust is quoted 
fractionally higher, due to the increas- 
ed demand and the rather limited sup- 
plies. A detailed report of the market

The “bulk the good wells for the 
week were centered in the Lawrence county 
field of Illinois, where a gusher was drilled 
by the Shafer Oil Company on the Buchanan 
farm that produced better than 1,000 barrels 
and another on the Klinger farm that did 1,775 
barrels in twenty-four hours, being the largest 


gusher found in the Illinois field for many 
months. 
In the Indiana districts the only important 


well drilled is in Randolph county, in the east- 
ern part of the State, that is credited with a 
production of 150 barrels, but the estimate 
of the wildcat venture is altogether too high, 
as fifty barrels would come nearer the actual 
production. This well will open up a new pool 
which located near Union City on the In- 
diana-Ohio State line.
